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Sg@iN a Repofitory of this Nature, it may well 
(ii have been expeéted, that we fhould have 
RG given fome Account of the late Revolution 
Hin Perfia: But the Advices from thence 
Cees] were fo various and contradiétory, that 
they might in no Manner be rely’d upon. But now we 
have an Opportunity to oblige our Readers not only with 
avery curious, but alfo with a faithful and particular 
Relation of the firft Rife and Progrefs of that War, which 
very late laid all Perfia defolate, and entirely over- 
throw’d the Government of one of the greateft and moit 
flourifhing Monarchies of fia. This Relation is taken 
from a Letter written bya Miffionary in Perfia, (who 
‘had been an Eye Witnefs of moft of the Events he re- 
lates) to M. Maire, the Gonful of France at Tripoli in 
Syria, 


The Hiftory of the late Revolution in Perfia in the Years 
‘ 17225 17235, 1724, and 1725. 


HE Perfians, who are altnoft all Mahometans, ate 

_ divided into two Seéts, the one follows the Althoran 
according to the Explanation and Commentaries of Hal?, 
_whom they call the Coadjutor, or the Lieutenant of 
God’; and the other obeys the Doftrine of Omar. The 
. Firft ate thofe who are properly called Perfians, and in 
'. this Seét aré the King, the Princes and mioft of the No- 
_ bility, of thé Kifigdam’:. Thé Second are called Aghives or 
«» Aghuans, and this $g6t never made ‘any confiderable Pro- 
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gtefs, except in the Provinces of Candahar, Koreftan, Sizi- 
flan,and Kirman; yet are they always declared Enemies 
to the Perfians, by whom they are very often ill treated, 
and therefore are continually wilhing for an Opportuni- 
ty to revolt, and to fhake off their Yoke; this was their 
Cafe, now they wanted. only a Perfon of a firm Heart, 
anda cool Underitinding, to conduét and fupport them 
in any Enterprize. They had not been long in this 
Search before they found what they wanted, in the Per- 
fon of Mahmud, the Son of Mirveis, and one of their 
own Seét. FY 
This Man, tho’ born among the loweft of the People, 
had. a moft ambitious Soul ; he had meditated feveral 
Years under the Pretext of fupporting the Rights and 
Privileges of his Religion, a Defign of making himfelf 
independent in the Province of Candahar, and of feizing 
‘the Throne, if Fortune would, fecond his Attempts; 
therefore he gladly mide ufe of this Difpéfition of the 
Aghues, and began to allemble a confiderable Number of 
Troops in the Mountains ; and to fecure hisSuccefs in 
this prodigious Undertaking, he made an Attempt *to 
bring over the Guelres, or what they call the Old Per- 
fians, who are always reckon’d very valiant, and the 
bett Soldiers in the Kingdom. 
This fucceeded to his Withes, and Mahmoud now find- 
ing himfelf, fupported by thefe People, te the Numbér 
of about 10,000, he join’d them to the Body of his 
Aghucs, who now confitled of about 15,coo Men more; 
and with this Army, in the Beginning of ‘fanuary, 1723, 
heinvefted Kirman, the Capital of the Province of that 
Name; this Town did not huld out long, whether they 
did not expeét fo fudden an Attack, or that they faw fo 
large an Army of Guebres before them, or that they 
found among themfelves a great Number of that Seét, 
which obliged them to furrender the Town tothe Ene- 
my 3 however it was, this Place made Mahmoud Matter 
of the. Province of Kirman, gave great-Encouragement 
to his Army, and. caufed him to forma Refolution of 
marching direétly to I/pakan, the Capital of the whole 
Kingdom. ‘ ore 
. , He began-his Marchat the Head of 40,000 Men, leav- 
_ ing only 1090 to garrifon the Town ;-he found no Oppo- 
fition. in his, Route, his Army encreas?d daily by great 
Numbers of Fugitives who jein’d ft ;.the people every 
where affrighted, Jeaving their Towns and ‘Villa’s, ‘to 
mxeid the Spoil of an Enemy. Two Mén-orily, Mirguam 
; q Roftom, 
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Roftom, Brother. of the Prince of Georgia, and Comman- 
der of the Perfiqn Cavalry, and Alimerdan Kan, Prince 
of Larriftan, voluntarily flopped his March; they ad- 
vanced towards the Rebel with about 4, or 5000 chofen 
Men ; they attack’d himwarmly,but when they had gain’d 
foe little Advantage, finding themfe) ves furrounded by 
the Enemy, they were obliged to fave their Lives by 
Flight, with a, few of their Fallowers, who had with 
Difficulty et sag the Fury of the Enemy ; 7o00 Men 
or thereabouts, were flain in this Aétion on both Sides,

but the greateft Lofs fell upon the Rebels. 

After this, Mahmoud continued his March towards 
L{pahan 3 this City wasinthe laft Conflernition, unpro- 
yided.of Troops, Ammunition,,or Provifions, and nof 
knowing in any Manner to make Oppofition toa formida- 
ble Enemy, from whom they could expect no Quarter. 
The King was likewife ftruck with Horror, his Armies 
being difperfed in the different Provinces of his King- 
dom, he faw it was utterly impraflicable to draw them 
together inany Time, he was obliged to inrol! immedi- 
ately among the Citizens, 40,000 Men, he divided them 
into. two Bodies, the Command of one he gave to Prince 
Havouxa, called Vali, and the other to Iktiy-adoulet, his 
firft Minifler. The two Generals marched out of the 
City at the Head of their Troops to give Battle to the 
Enemy, which, came nearer to l/pahan every Day: On 
the 8thef March, 1722, the two Armies met, and halted 
before one another, within four Leagues of the City ; 
neither of them cared for the Onfet, and while they 
furveyed each other. without any Aftion, confuled and 
diftant Shouts were heard from both Armies, and fevera! 
fmaH. Arms here and there difcharged. to no Purpofe : 
When about Nine in the Evening. the Prince de Ha- 
vouza advanced to the Attack; the Aftion was fharp, 
and in very Jittle Time, he lid every thing before him 
that was in his Way : And notwithftanding all the Pre- 
cautions that Makmgug had taken to fortify his Camp, 
the Prince forced it Sabre in Hand, and made himfelf 
Mafter of all the Treafures of the Enemies Camp ; this 
dazled his Eyes, rather than animated his Courage, and 
employing his‘ Thoughts rather how he fhould preferve 
the Wealth, than purfue, the Enemy, and compleat his 
NiGtorv, he fhamefully.cetired into the City, fitisfy’d 
-with the Plunder of the Day. 

But this Avarice coft Penfia very dear, for the Enemy 
(perceiving his Retreat, took Poffefon again of their 
=) M3 .* Camp, 
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Camp, killed the Perfians they found there, and purfu’d 
the main Army fo warmly, that they came up with 
their Rear-Guard, attack’d them, and ‘retook ail the 
Baggage and the Treafure, and brought it back with 
them to their Camp. 

This Defeat of Prince Havouxza, animated the Spirits 
of the Rebels, and weaken’d thofe of the Body com- 
manded by [ktimadoulet'; this General, who had fought 





very bravely, and likewife had Advantage of the Ene-. 


my, finding-it was out of his Power, by Reafon of the 
Flight of the other General, to refift any longer, refolv’d 
to make an honourable Retreat, and to encainp himfelf 
advantageoufly under the Walis of the City, and where 
he could not éafily be attack’d ; this he did, but he was 
vigoroufly purfu’d, and with very great Lofs. 

The News of this Defeat, in which more than 15,000 
Perfians perifhed, befides the Lofs of their Baggage, and 
2§ Pieces of Cannon, foon fpread all over I/pahan, and 
Ypread with it fuch a Terror over the Inhabitants, and 
the King himfelf, that if the Rebels had followed their 
Blow, they might immediately have been in Poffefion 
of the City, and the King: But Mahmoud, who could 
hardly credit his own Happinefs, and fearful of an Am- 
bubh, contented himfelf to advance flowly'; and ftopp’d 
here and there, to pillage the Riches of the Grandees of 
Pixfia, as he found them on his March in theit Country 
Houfes round the City. 

But when the Spies that he had fent into the City, 
reported the Diforders they found there, he repented 
his Delay, but too late; however, without amufing 
himfelf any longet, with hunting after Plunder, which 
mutt be his at laft if he fucceeded, he marched at the 
Head, of his Army, and encamped on the 19th of March, 
at Zulpha, a greatand populous Town, inhabited by Ar- 
menians, about a League from I/pahan, of which he was 
Mafter without Difficulty, the Inhabitants immediately 
Tubmitting to a Man whom they knew they could not 
ryefift with Impunity. «" 

From hence he detathed a Body of 10,000 Men, to 
endeavour to enter the City, and take it by Surprife, 
and followed himfelf with the main Army: That if 


the firft fucceeded, they might be ready to fixftain them;° 


but this had. no Succefs, the Negligence of Mahmoud in 
not purfuing his Vittory, and taking the Advantage 
which Jay before him, was look’d upon by the People of 
t/pahan, as the Effe& of exceflive Fear, which had feiz'a 
ee the 
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the Hearts of the Rebels, and gave them Hopes of de- 
feating an Enemy, at whofe firft Approach they trem-. 
bled. They fortify’d the City in the beft Manner they 
could in their Circumftances, and potted their beit 
Troops in the moft advantageous Manner: Their Cares 
were not ufelefs, for the 10,000 Men fent by Mahmoud to 
attack them, were repulfed vigoroufly, and with Lofs, 
fo that not only they, but the Army which fupported 
them, were obliged to retreat with Precipitation. 

The General of the Rebels, who refletted with Unea- 
finefs on the Opportunity which his Negligence had gi- 
ven to the Citizens; to recover their Courage, and to 
fortify their Town, was determin’d to give them no 
longer Time, and refolv’d to match with his whole 
Army, which now confifted of 100,000 Men, and make 
ageneral Storm. This Refolution was to have been exe- 
cuted:on .the 22d of March, 1722, but the little River 
Zendera, upon the Banks of which the City of I/pahan 





, is fituate, fwell’d this Day fo high, that the Enemy durit 


not undertake to ford it. They waited till the 22d, when 
the Waters fubfided, and left the Paflage of it not dan- 
gerous. The Aghuanes began the Attack, under the Com- 
mand of ‘facques Curland, otherwife known by the Name 
of Charron: This Chriftian, when he had fome Time 
before heard of the Succefs of Mahmoud, with whom he 
always held Intelligence, quitted his Employments, and 
join’d the Rebel at the Head of a good Number of Agitu- 
ans. The Storm was made with great Vigour, every 
thing gave Way before them, and the whole Army had 
that Day certainly enter’d the City, if the Aghuanis, 
upon the firft Advantage, believing themfelves entire- 
Jy Matters of the Place, had not difperfed themfelves, 
and ran about without any Order, from one Part of the 
City to the other, fhouting and difcharging their Pie- 
ces continually; when a Body of Perfians taking Ad- 
vantage of their Want of Difcipline, charged them in 
clofe Order, and warmly, and after a little Refiftance, 
obliged them to retire. 

This firft Attack being unfuccefsful, the Rebels had no 
Stomach as yet to attempt a fecond; they were too Jute 
Witneffes of the vigorous Defence of the Befieged, not 
to be very fenfible how much anether Affault would 
coft: Thus having changed their Refolution, they now 
thought only of turning the Siege into a Blockade; in 
Order to which they refolved to feize all the Pafliges 
by which any Provifjon or Succours might enter ; “— 
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fethéy might reduce it by Famine, tho’ they could not 
take it by Force ; but this was not foeafy to execute. 
. ° The City.of I/pahan is indifputabl y one of the greateft 
in the World, it is about 30 Englifh Miles in Circuit, 
without reckoning very large Suburbs, and well forti- 
fy’d : It is true, it is not peopled in Proportion te its 
Bignefs ; for befides the Publick Buildings, which are in 
great Number, and of great Extent, the Houfe of every 
common Tradefman has a handfome Court-yard before it, 
anda large magnificent Garden behind it, planted with 
Trees; fothat when you look from the Rifings before it 
upon the City, it appears tothe Traveller like a great 
and wide Forett intermixt with Buildings. 

The Army of the Rebel, tho’ wumercus,. was not fuf- 
ficient without venturing the Lofsof it, to be divided in- 
to fo many Bodies as would be neceflary to guard every 
Avenue to the City, to forma perfect Blockade: Nor 
durft they feize them for Fear of a Defeat, and weaken- 
ing too much the main Body. 








Mahmoud therefore refolved to keep himfelf quiet in * 


his Intrenchments, which were upon the River between 
Zulpha and. Ifpakan, and to undertake nothing until she 
had receiv’d a confiderable Reinforcement, which he ex- 
peéted from the Provinces of Candahar, Sixeftan, and 
Kirman ; however from Time to Time he was continually 
making Attempts, and endeavouring to render himfelf 
Mafter of fome advantageous Pofts, that might facilitate 
his Enterprize. The Months of Marchand April were 
both thus wafled in little ufelefé Skirmifhes on both 
Sides. ; 

The King of Perfia fenfible that the Defign of Maih- 
moud was to reduce the City by Famine, confider’d feri- 
oully of the beft Means to prevent this Mifery : In Or- 
der to fucceed, he refolved to folicit’ the Grandees and 
the People, to endeavour to co]leét their whole Strength 
at once, and to make a Sally with 109,000 Men, and force 
ahe Enemies Intrenchments, or! at Jeatt to oblige them 
to incamp, with more Refpe&t, at a greater Diflance: 


He propofed his Defizn to [ktimadoulet, arid to the Prince 


Havouza: The firft was intirely of the King’s Opinion, 
and the other of an Opinion quite contrary : The Prince 
Havouza, who occafion’d by his Avarice (as we have faid 
before) the Lofg of the firft Battle, fearing, not without 
Reafon, if the King fhould be fuccefsful he might be 
difgrac’d, was now in the Intereft of Mahmoud, and en- 
deavourd 
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deavour "d as fecretly, and with as much Art as he could, 
to prevent every thing that might be prejudicial to the 
Rebel : The King who really hada Value for the Prince, 
for his Valour and Skill in Military Affairs, and who 
had no manner of Sufpicion of his Infidelity, came over 
unfortunately to his Opinion, and gave Dircétions that 
no Sally fhould be made without fpecial Orders from the 
General Vali, to whom he had intrufled the Government 
of the City: This Order of the King’s furprized and af- 
fliéted all the Inhabitants, and fhew’d at the fame Time, 
how well difpofed they were to have attacked their Ene- 
mies: But they receiv’d a little Confolation on the De- 

rture of Prince Tamas, Son of the King of Perfia : This 

rince was endu'd with all the Virtues neceffary toa 
Hero, he was well-natur’d, affable, generous, magnani- 
mous, and wanted nothing buta Crown worthy of him 5 
he was prefumptive Heir, and declar’d by the King his 
Succeffor, and acknowledged as fuch by the Princesof 
the Blood and the Grandecs of the Court. He went out 
of the Town on the iit of April, accompany’d only by 
400 chofen Men. His Defign was to gather together 
inthe Provinces as many Men as he poflibly could, and 
to march with them to fuccour the City. Nobody d: ubted 
but the Prefence of fo aimable a Prince, would draw ma- 
ny to his Party, and that the Affeétion they had for him, 
wou'd make them ufe their beit Endeavours to put him 
into a Condition to oppofe his Enemies... But what a 
Foundation is the Fidelity. of Man! Princes, as well as 
other Men, while they are in Profperity, behold around 
them a Crowd of Courtiers, prefing all to give Proofs 0: 
inviolable Attachments to their Perfons ; but when the 
Cloud ‘of Adverfity darkens this. Sun-fhine, they ate 
gone, the beft Friends in Appearance are fled, and leave 
them Viétims to their Mistortunes. 

Of this the young Prince whom I have mention’d, 
‘was a terrible Example. The melancholy Condition to 
which he was reduced, without prefent Succours, made 
“little Impreffion on the Minds of his Subjects. The Pro- 
“vinoes ‘netteft to I/pakan, being ftruck witha Pannick, 
‘upon the News they had received of the Defeat of the 
“Perfians, had quitted their Houfes, and were fcatter’d 
“here and there-among the Mountains, and neither could, 
“nor were willing to be re-united. And others who were 
z “ata-greater Diftance, uhdér the Pretence of their Fron- 
® tiers on the Turkiff Side; exctifed themfelves from appear- 
pues “and the reft-of the.Governotrs ef Provincesfancy- 
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ing this was a proper Occafion to gratify their Ambitions 
thought of nothing but making themfelves abfolute,and 
independent: Thus this unfortunate Prince beholding 
himfelf forfaken by every body, and not having, by 
Reafon of thefe Diforders in the Kindom, fufficient Au- 
thority to make himfelf obey’d, refolved to returnto 
J/pahan, and detend the City the beft he could, with the 
Succour of the Inhabitants and Strangers, who had ta- 
ken Refuge there in great Numbers ; but then it was too 
Jate to return, the City being intircly invefted, and eve- 
ry Avenue poffefs’d by the Enemy. 

. When Mahmoud was apprifed of the Departure and 
Defign of Prince Tamas, he eafily imagin’d what he had 
to fear upon the Return of that Prince, and was refolv’d 
if poflible, not to be attack’d; he had: but two Ways, 
either wholly to abandon his Enterprize, and retire, or 
to prefs on the Siege with fo much Vigour, as to oblige 
the City to capitulate before any Succours could arrive: 
The firft way did not relifh at all, he was too far advan- 
ced to go back, and yet the other appeared extremely 
dangerous ; the Refolution which he knew the Befieged 
had taken, to hold out to the Jaft Extremity, gave him 
great Apprehenfions for his Army, which he could not 
think of weakening under thefe Circumftances: How- 
ever, under the Neceflity he found himfelf either of 
conquering or perifhing foon, it was out of all Queftion 
that he mu€ ftorm the Citys and Fortune in the De- 
ftruétion of I/pahan, feconded his Refolution. 

There was over the River at the Extremity of the 
City a very wide Bridge, at the Foot of which ftooda 
Fort, which not only commanded the Country, but fome 
Part of the City; if this Fort was once taken, Mah- 
moud |might eafily make himfelf Mafter of the other 
Forts fucceflively, batter the Town as much. as he plea- 
fed, and cut off all manner of Provifions. 

He confider’d therefore how to make himfelf Matter 
of this Fort; an Opportunity prefented, and he made 

-Ufe of it.: The Georgians, to whom the Guard of the 
Bridge and the Fort was intrufled, having taken by. Ac- 
cident fome Brandy which was going to Mahmoud’s Camp, 

idrank fo exceflively, that they were quite gone,. and left 
in their Drunkennefs,the Fort utterly defencelefs :.Mah- 
moud being advettized of this by his Spies, fent imme- 

- diately 1500 Aghuanis, who on the laft of April, feized on 

ithe Bridge and Caftle, dettroyed the Georgians, and turn’d 

. Artillery. again the City.; this facilitated the ae 
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fage of Mahmoud’s Army crofs the River, where it was 
neceflary for him to incamp, to take away frorh the 
Perfiars, efpecially from Iktimadoulet, the advantageous 
Pofts of which they were poffefs’d, and without which 
it would have Ween very difficult to have taken the 
Town. 

A Reinforcement of 10,000 Men, which Mahmoud, 
as has been faid, expeéted from the Provinces of Canda- 
har, Siziftan, and Kirman, came during this Enterprize, 
but was not at all ferviceable on the Occafion: After ha- 
ving afign’d to thefe Troops the Pofts they were to guard 
in the Intrenchments, which he had caufed to be made 
in the Beginning of the Siege, between Zulpha and I/pa- 
han; he divided his Army into two Bodies, he caufed 
them to ford the River at the Extremities of the City, 
and ina little Time faw himfelf Mafter not only of the 
Fortifications that defended [/pahan, but of all the Aves 
nues by which Provifions or Succours could poffibly en- 
ter it. 

The Befieged beholding their Town thus block’d up 
on every Side, without Hope of any Succour from Prince 
Tamas, whom they had learned was in a great deal of 
Embarras himfelf, began a little to reflest on the Mife- 
ries of the approaching Famine, detnanding earneftly 
that they might be permitted to fally and engage the 
Foe: But the Prince de Havouxa, who as we faid, was 
fecretly in the Intereft of Mahmoud, did all in his Power 
to prevent it ; telling them this was not a proper Time, 
that he waited the Command of the King; and rhat as 
foon as ever there was a favourable Opportunity offer’d, 
he would not fail to advertife the King of it: This Op- 
portunity however was flow in coniing, Provifions be- 

n to fail, they diminith’d daily, and feveral of the 

eople were already dead by Famine: The Nobles as 
well as the Common People, were fenfible how abfolutely 
neceffary it was to fally, and to open a Paffage where- 
by Neceflaries might be brought into the City: But the 
King, whofe Fear and Indolence had fhut him up 
in his Palace, would give no Ear toany Inftances; on 
the contrary, he feem’d to take Offence, as if their Pe- 
titions to fave themfelves by their Arms, had been an 
Infult upon his Authotity, and behaved towards his 
People in this Diftrefs, with Imprudence and Cruelty 





hardly to be parallell’d. 


This unaccountable Condu&tof the King had certainly 
eccafion’d a general —— in the City, if — 
£2 
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Aga, a Man valiant and generous, and extremely at- 
tach’d to the King, had not appeafed the Minds of the 
difcontented, by putting himfelf at the Head of the 
‘Troops, to go forth immediately, and give Battle to the 
Enemy. 

__ In the Beginning of Ju’y, this Sally was madé with 
about 30,0c0 Men, tho’ they were futtain’d but weakly 
by the Prince de Havouxa, they had all the Succefs they 
could hope for, they flew 2000 Aghuanis, and obliged 
more to retire, they feized on feveral of the Avenues, 
and open’d Puffages for Provifions to enter the City. 

This fortunate Expedition gave great Joy to the Inha- 
bitants, but it was not long-liv’d; the Prince de Ha- 
vouxt, who before only privately favoured the Caufe of 
Muhmoud, now declared openly for him, and joining his 
Forces with the Enemy, they charged Achmet Aga in 
Front, drove him from the Pofls he had taken, and put 
all the Perfians they found there to the Sword, and pur- 
fu'd the reft fo fait, that they could hardly fave them- 
{elves in the City: This Treafon of the Princd de Ha. 
vouxa, and the Defeat of dchmet Aga, damp’d at oncé 
the Courage of the Befieged, and took from them all Hope 
of ever being relieved. 

The King of Perfia, more fenfible than any of this 
Misfortune, and not knowing, opprefs’d with Grief, 
what to undertake, order’d Achmet Aga to be called, 
and publickly blamed him for giving tuo eafily into the 
Defires of the People 3 he charged him with Imprudence, 
and want of Duty, in attacking the Enemy’s Intrench- 
ments without fpecial Orders ; and faid, the Revolt of 
Prince de Havouza was occafion’d by his Rathnefs in put- 
ting himfelf at the Head of the Troops, when the Gene- 
ral Havouza might with Reafon believe himfelf injur’d, 
and his Autherity flighted. Achmet Aga faid what he 
could inhis Defence, and endeavoured to make the King 
fenfible that Neceflity, the Publick Welfare, and the Safe- 
ty of his Majefty’s Perfon, were the fole Motives that 
urged him tothis Enterprize. That as to the Prince de 
Havouxa, he was known a long Time to have kept a 
fecret Correfpondence with the Rebel. That the tittle 
Defire he always fhew’d to oppofe him, and his great 
Application to remove every thing that might check his 
Victories, were evident Proofs of his Infidelity. But 
the King unwilling to hear Achmet Aga on that Head, 
and the brave Man uneafy at his Mafter’s unjuft Re- 
proaches, the next Night, Believing he could ‘no longer 
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live with Honour, fwallow’d Poifon, of which he dy’d 
in three or four Days. 

The Lofs of this Great Man, whofe Compofition was 
Jultice, Generofity and good Nature, added to the general 
Grief of the People, and the King too, who having too 
late corretted his Prejudices againit him, had refolved to 
intruft to him the Care of defendingthe City, which 
had indeed Need of fuch a Governor, in the miferable 
Situation to which it was now reduced by Famine. 

Nothing could be more deplorable, than to fee to what 
Extremities Human Nature was reduc’d by want of Food. 
Imagine every thing painted by Fo/ephus, in the City of 
Jerujalem, when befieged by Titus Ve/pafian, and behold 
all thofe Horrors, I might add more, in the City of 
I/pahan. 

The King, who had but little Experience in the Art 
of War, and who gave in roo eafily to the Opinions of 
People, not only unworthy of bis Confidence, but in- 
capable of giving Advice ; had, in the Beginning of the 
Siege, publifh’d an Edi&, forbidding not only the Citi- 
zens, but even Strangers, to leave the City under any 
Pretence : befides that whatever People fled thither, thro” 
Fear of the Enemy, as they came in Crowds from the 
neighbouring Villages, were all reccived into the City ; 
fo that there were within it a Multitude of ufelefs 
Mouths, and not only all the Hoyfes, but the Court- 
yards, Gardens, Streets, and every Publick Building was 
full; yet notwithftanding this, and after the City was in- 
vetted, and the Avenues ftopped, Provifions were for a 
little Time at an eafy Rate, but they foon became ex- 
ceflive dear. , 

Bread was fold in the Month of uly, at 9 or 10 Pia- 
fters the Pound (about 205. Engljfh) in the Month of Au- 
guft, it rofe to 30, in the Month of ve to 100, 
and in the Month of Oftober, when the City furrender’d, 
it was at 200 Piafters the Pound. Harfe-flefh, on which the 
King himfelf was obliged to feed, was 12, or 1500 Piafters 
the Pound, and Catsand Dogs were Duinties, only to be 
eaten by a very few, and privately ; in fhort,the Mifery be- 
came fuch, that at laft, without Horror or Shame, the 
People nourith’d themfelves with human Flefh: And 
one might behold Wretches, Skeletons themfelves, exa- 
mining Human Carcafcs without Flefh, of which the 
Streets .were full, to find a Morfel to fuflain the feeble 
Remnant of their languifhing Lives, and which Famire 
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ning thro’ the Streets with Bars of Iron, or other Wea- 
pons in their Hands, and deftroying the firft they 
could meet, and greedily feeding upon them after; and 
Mothers infenfible tothe Cries of the very Infants they 
bore, maffacre and eat them. 

Nor was it only among the Vulgar that thefe unnatu- 
ral Cruelties were ufed: People of the greatef Diftin- 
&tion were obliged to come to the like Extremities : Some 
Perfons indeed of Honour, chofe to die by Poifon, and 
prevent their being reduc’dto thefe inhuman Neceflities. 

In this fad Situation was the City of I/pahan during 
two long Months and a half: the Number of the People 
who dy’d was very great; the Gardens and publick 
Places were now all turn’d inte Cemiteries, and filled 
with dead Bodies: And fo many Carcaffes were thrown 
into the River, that in that Year after the Siege, nobody 
could without Horror think of eating any Fith. 

If Mahmoud had in this melancholy Conjunéture, 
thought of attacking the Town, he muft have taken it, 
and without much Lofs; but he intent upon preferving 
the Royal Treafures, and thofe of the Ncbles for his 
own Ufe, which would have been plunder’d by his Sol- 
diers in the Heat of the A€tion, kept himfelf ftill for 
near forty Days, amufing the Perfians with vain Capitu- 
dations ; and yet affur’d as he was of the Succefs of his 
Enterprize, and tho’ he expeéted every Day that the 
City would furrender, he waited tillthe 23d of O€tober, 
1722, when it wasgiven upat Difcretion, and in this 
Manner: 

At firft the King, to foften the Ferocity ef the Vitor, 
and to fecure his Life, for which he was under the grea- 
teft Apprehenfion, chofe out among the Princeffes his 

“Daughters, one who by her Beauty, her Wit, and her 
‘engaging Manners, he believed might prove moft agree- 
able to Mahmoud, (accom pany’d with very rich Prefents) 
and befeeching him humbly and earneftly to accept her 
for hisSpoufe: After which, throwing off every Mark 
of Royalty, and cloathing himfelf in Black, he ran on 
Foot thro’ all the Streets of the City, with Tears in his 
Eyes, in the moft fupplicant humble Manner, deploring 
nis Mifery, and the Ruin of his Houfe, juft now upon 
the Point of being reduced to the loweft Captivity. 

Thofe few of the Inhabitants who ftill remain’d alive 
in If/pahan, touch’d with a Spe€tacle fo furprizing and 
worthy of Compaffion, forgetting theirown Mifery, were 
aillicted anew with the Sight of their unhappy Prince ; 
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After this melancholy and mournful Ceremony, the 
Prince put on his Robes again, and placing the Crown on 
his Head, he march’d out of the City, accompany’d on- 
ly with 300 Nobles of his Court, and went direétly to 
the Camp of Maamoud. 

He endeavour’d all that was in his Power, to make 
Impreffion upon the Rebel, but he could not gain upon 
him at all, The haughty Fiercenefs that glared upon 
his Vifage, made it plain, that he look’d upon his Duty 
as unworthy of a Conqueror; and when the King en- 
ter’d his Tent, he only rofe from his Sopha, and gave 
him the common Salute, which he would not have re- 
fus’d to the loweft Perfon in his Court. 

This infolent Behaviour gave Difguft to the Rebels 
themfelves ; and Acherof, one of the Leaders ef the 4g- 
huanis, and a near Relation to Mahmond, thewed his In- 
dignation at it publickly. The King however, with- 
eut difcovering the Refentment that prey’d upon his Vi- 
tals, approach’d refpetttully to Mahmoud, and faluted 
him as if he had been his beft and particular Friend, ac- 
knowledged him for his Son-in-Law, adopted him, and 
by a formal Writing, made an Authentick Ceffion of his 
Realms to him and his Defcendents, excluding him- 
feif and his Children which he then had, or fhould have, 
for ever. : 

And in Return for fo cenfiderable a Bounty, the King 
only defired two Things might be granted to him ; firtt, 
That his Concubines might remain untouch’d and un- 
feen ; and, fecondly, That he would give him his own 
Life, and the Lives of his Children, and the Princes of 
the Blood, whom he look’d upon as his Brethren, and 
whom he had al ways found dutiful and affeftionate to the 
utmoft of his Withes ; Mabmoud gave him his Conditions 
without Hefitation ; after which, the King taking off 
his Crown, placed it with his own Hand on the Head of 
Mahmond, prefented him his Sceptre, and at the fame 
Time deliver’d to him the Keys of his Palace and his 
Treafures, affuring him, that he would from that Mo- 
ment always look upon him, and obey him, as his 
Matter, and lawful and only Sovereign. 

The Nobles of the Realm, and the Generals of the 4g- 
huanis and Guebres, according to their King’s Example, 
made their preper Submifions: After which, Mahmoud, 
according to the Cuftem of the Country, having given 
Refrefhments to the King of Perfia and his Followers, 
erder’d 40,000 Soldiers to march and take Polleflion had 
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the Royal Palace, and all. the Avenucs and Gates of the 
City, into which he made his publick Entry on the 
25th of the fame Month, in the following Order : 
Jaques Courland preceded by twelve Soldiers on Foot, 
began the Proceffion, he was mounted on a Horfe richly 
caparifon’d, he carry’d the Keys of the City, and of the 
Palace : He was followed by 350 Pretorian or Life-Guards 
marching two and two, with drawn Sabres. Thefe were 





follow’d by thirty Officers of the Cavalry, richly cloath’d;* 


and marchifg in a Semicircle,at the Head of whom rode 
the New King, the Crown upon his Head, and the Scep- 
tre in his Hand, upon a Horfe of very great Value, 
which Prince Havouza had prefented him with fome 
Days before: On each Side of him rode the two Com- 
smanders in Chief of his Armies, Kier Soltan and Ama- 
nulla, fupporting a Canopy richly adorn’d, and glitter- 
ing with precious Stones; the March was clos’d by 100 
more Soldiers of the Guard, as the firft, Sabre in Hand. 
After whichcame the Nobles of Perfia, having at their 
Head fome of the Princes of the Blood, and the newly 
dethron’d King, who then took the Name, and muft, in 
the Courfe of this Hiftory, be called for the future Schak 
Haffain. The Streets whichied to the Palace, were lin’d 
with Mufquetcers, and at fmal] Diftances, Perfumes 
were burnt todiffipate by their Odours the noifom Smell 
which the numerous Carcaffes of the People had left in 
the City. 

As foon as they arrived at the Royal Palace, Mahmoud 
was condu@ed to aHall, in which there was a magnif- 
cent Throne, and on which he plac’d himfelf, and was 
faluted a fecond Time as King of Perjia, by Schah Haffain, 
by the Princes of the Blood, andthe Nobles, who came 
in great Numbers to Court, when immediately they 
made a general Difcharge of the whole Artillery of the 
City, which was anfwer'd by the Forts and Cafltles round 
it: There was nothiag extraordinary in the publick Re- 
joycings'order’d in the City for feveral Days, the Mifery 
to which the Inhabitants were reduc’d, could not at once 
permit them to fhew too much Joy at the Succefs of the 
Perfon who had occafion’d it. The Scarcity however di- 
mirnifh’d daily, and Bread, which a few Days before was 
fold at two hundred Crowns the Pound, was now, by 
the'Order.of Mahmoud, fold at two: And foon after Pro- 
vifions coming in Abundance, evary thing was at its 
wheal reafonable Price. 

The 
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The Succefs of the new King made him imagine every 
other Enterprize would now be eafy: Matter as he was 
of the Capital of Perfia, in Poffeihon of the King, the 
Princes of the Blood, and the Nobies, he doubted not but 
the other Cities and Provinces of the Realm would ac- 
ktiowledge him, and furrender at once. So that after 
he had regulated his Affairs in I/pahan, and placed Schak 
Haffain and his Children under a {trong Guard, in the 
latter End of November, he order’d 10,000 Aghuanis to 
Gafain, or Casbin, a City which was formerly the Capital 
of Perfia, and the ordinary Seat of its Kings, to engage 
them to furrender and give the firft Example of Sub- 
mifion. The Inhabitants accordingly, not being in any 
Condition to fuftain a Siege, fubmitted ; but fome Time 
after, not being able to endure the unworthy Cruelties of 
the Aghuanis, they confpired, revolted, and kill’d above 
4000 of them on the Spot, and the reft were obliged te 
fly, with the Lofs of all their Baggage ; many dy’d with 
their Wounds onthe Road, or of the exceflive Cold, and 
having no Affiftance from Surgeons, a very few of them 
attived at I/paben, in the Beginning of Fedrucry, 17233 
and AmanuHa, theit General, was with much Difficulty 
enred of a Wound he receiv’d from a Musket Ball in the 

ight Shoulder. 

he News of this Defeat afflifted Mahmoud extreamly, 
and made him fenfible how neceflary his Prefence was 
toreduce the reft of the Realm to his Obedience: Yet he 
delay’a awhile his Departure from I/pahun, and fear'a 
leat in his Adfence, fome fudden Revolution fhould at 
once lofe him the Fruit of all his Victories; in Truth, 
he had nothing to fear from S:hah HajJzin, nor from the 
Princes of the Blood, who were fhut up, and under the 
Guard of his own faithful Friends ; but the Nobles 
of the Kingdom, who had their Liberty, might, when 
he was ‘bufy in diftant Wars, raife a Spirit in the Peo- 
pie, and make themfelves once more Mailers of the City 
and the Fortifications. 

To ‘prevent this, and fecure the City, he immediately 
brought into'the Town from the neighbouring Provinces, 
as many of his own Sekt, as he could gather, whom he 
‘difpofed in thofe Houfes which were left vacant by Fa- 
thine ; ‘after which, under the Pretence of giving an En- 
teftainment to the Nobles, he'got them all together in 
his Palace, and at once caufed ‘them and their Children 
to be niurther’d:: Their Careafes, 350 in Namber, were 
thrown nto the Streets; and not content wich this Barbe- 
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rity, he flew 1000 Soldiers of Schah HajJain’s Guards, and 
3000 Perfians. 

Anda few Days after this, all thofe who were able to 
carry Arms, were maffacred, fome in thetr Houfes, others 
in their Gardens, and many in the Streets, and publick 
Buildings; fo that according to a moderate Computation, 
above 25,000 Men were thus flain in cold Blood. 

Mahmoud, by this horrible Carnage, being rid of all 
he had to fear, and no People left alive in the Town, but 
thofe of his own Se&t, of whofe Fidelity he was affur'd, 
began now to think of making new Conquefts; accord- 
ingly having given his Orders, and left a {trong Garri- 
fon in the City and Forts, he put himfelf at the Head 
of his Army, in the Beginning of May, 1723, and 
march’d againft the Citadel of Guyez. 

This Place ftands upon a little Eminence, and is very 
ftrong, and as it is not commanded from any Place, it is 
wery difficult to take it but by Famine. Zeberdert Kan 
a General Officer of the Aghuanis, had attack'd it often 
unfuccefsfully ; Mahmoud, on his Arrival, fummon’d it 
to furrender, and being refufed by the Governor, he 
immediately ordered 4000 Guebres to take Poffeffion of 
the Gates, to force them, and oblige the Garrifon to 
capitulate; this Enterprize did not fucceed to his With, 
the Guards of the Citadel mindful of what pafs’d in the 
Army, viewing the Guedres with Hatchets in their 
Hands, advancing towards their Gates, gave them at once 
a Difcharge of all their Artillery, more than 2000 of 
them were kill’d, and the reft terrify’d, retired te their 
Camp. 

But Mahmoud confidering, if the Befieged continu’d 
obftinate, how dear it would coft to take the Place by 
Storm, and believing it would be troublefome to inveft 
it, and reduce it by Famine, took a different Method 
from what he did before at I/pahan, he fent a large Sum 
of Money to the Governor, with Affarances if he would 
furrender the Citadel, he fhould have more, and a very 
good Government, more confiderable than that which he 
held: Neither did he forget to bribe the Soldiers of the 
Garrifon, each had his Prefent, and foon after the Cita- 
del fubmitted : Mahmoud immediately plac’d 1000 Aghuas 
ais in Garrifon there, turn’d out the Governor and Sol- 
dicrs, and took them into his Army, under a Pretence to 
let them partake of his Vi€tories. 

From this Place he took his Rout te Ben I/pahan, a \it- 


tle Town fituate on the Decline of a Hill, at the —

of which there is an agreeable and fertile Plain, water'’d 
by feveral Rivulets, which makes it the moft delightful 
Place in the whole Province of Airak. 

This Town made a gallant Defence, and many pe- 
rifh’d before, and in the Town, during a whole Month 
in which it was befieged ; but then, prefs’d by Mifery, 
it furrender’d at the Inftance of Ziberdert Kan, on Hom 
nourabie Conditions. 

- The Aghuanis now began to think of leaving I/pahan, 
and obliging the other Provinces to fubmit. 

But asthey every Hour were in Fear of fome fudden 
Revolution in Favour of Prince Tamas, whom the People 
begun to follow ; it was thought neceffary for Mahmoud to 
remain in the conquer’d Country with fome Part of his 
Army, to be at Hand in Cafe any Troubles fhduld arife 
fuddenly, and that Kier Soltan with the other Part of the 
Army, fhould endeavour to make himfelf Mafter of the 
reft of the Provinces, and moft confiderable Cities of the 
Kingdom ; thus the Army was divided into two Bodies, 
Kier Soltan with the greater Part had under him Zider- 
dert Kan 3 he march’d into the Province of Fariftan, which 
‘after a generous Defence, fubmitted at laft, as we fhall 
fee hereafter ; Mahmoud kept only with him 25,000 
Men, with which he marched to attack Kulpekin. 

This Town 30, or 35 Leagues from J/pahan, and fitu- 





* ate ina Plain, barren for want of Water, held out ftout- 


ly for Prince Tamas : It was well provided with Men, 
Provifion and Ammunition ; the Citadel particularly was 
fipply’d with every thing for a long Defence. 

When Mahmoud arrived, and was apprifed by his Spies, 
of the good Condition of the Place, and the Refolution 
of the Inhabitants to make a good Defence, he began to 
have Apprehenfions, and to repent he had advanced fe 
far with fo fmall anArmy. But however, not willing 
to fuffer the Shame of abandoning his Enterprize, he be- 

an the Attack in three Places at once, and with fo much 
der and Courage, that in Spite of the vigorous Refi- 
ftance of the Befieged, he made himfelf Matter of fome 
Part of their Outworks, which were afterwards of great 
Ufe to him, in checking the continual Sallies that they 
made. 

Prince Tamas, who was about two Days March from 

Kulpekin with 8000 Men, under the Command of Fredron 


‘Kan, of the Se& of the Aghuanis, having been apprized 


of the Danger of the Befieged, came with his Army to 
their Relief, and march’d chearfully, as if he were affu- 
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red of Succefs: The fmall Army of the Enemy, whom 
the continual Rains,and extreme Cold had much incom- 
moded, the Fidelity of the Inhabitants, and the Good- 
nefs of the Troops within the Town, confirm’d Prince 
Tamas that his General muft conquer; but-he was de- 
ceiv’d, for fo foon as ever they arviv’d, Fredron Kan, by 
the blatkeft of Treafons, went over to Mahmoud, with 
the major Part of the Prince’s Troops, which he com- 
manded, and they immediately charged the Troops about 
the Perfon of the. Prince, as well as thofe who guarded 
the Intrenchments, and feized all the advantageous Pofts: 
of which they were poffefs’d: The Inhabitants of the 
Town, confounded at this unforefeen Revolt, and not 
knowing what to do, in the Confufion they were in, 
abandon’d their Works, and fled into the Fortrefs, which 
a little Time after was taken by the Enemy, and the 
Town given up to be plunder’d by the Soldiers, and the 
Citizens put to the Sword; and the Prince, with a few 
Followers, who yet remain’d faithful to him, retired in- 
to the Province of Mexanderan. 

The Town of Caffana ftruck with Aftonifhment at this 
melancholy News, and fearing they fhould foon undergo 
the Fate of Kulpekin, fent the Keys of their Townto Mai- 
moud, and fubmitted, and were treated with the Gentle- 
nefs which was due to their Submiffion. 

After this Succefs, Mahmoud determin’d to return to 
I/pakan, as well to relaxa little from the Fatigues of 
War, as to refrefh and recruit his Army 3 and fo having 
left Garrifons in both the Towns Jaft mention’d, he ar- 
rived at [/padan, in the latter End of March, 1724. "Twas 
about this Time, that many were Eye-Witneffes to the 
Courage and Virtue of a young Lady of Georgia; her 
AG&tions againft the Aghuanis ought not to be loft in Ob- 
livion. 

This Lady having heard that her Spoufe was kill’d by 
the Enemy, in the taking of the Bridge and Citadel of 
Ifpahan, mention’d before, refolv’d to revenge his Death 
in the Blood of thofe who flew him. She gave the Care 
of her Eftate, and the two young Children which the 
had, to her Brother, difguifed her Sex, and in the Habit 
of an Officer well arm’d, without regarding the Rigout 
of the Seafon, or the Length of the Journey, it being 
near 400 Leagues, fhe came to I/pahan, about this Time 
when Mahmoud was making his fecond Entry 3; fo foan 
as ever fhe faw the Aghuanis, and the Place on which her 
Husband was flain, her Defire of Vengeance work’d fo 
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violently upon her, that fatigu’d as fhe was, without 
reflecting at all, the threw herfelf with Impetuofity, and 
Sabre in Hand, upon a whole Body of them, and kill’d 
more than twenty, before they could feize her. Mahmoud, 
who was made aquainted with the AGtion of this de- 
termin’d Heroine, fhut ker up in Prifon, not intending 
to puniih her feverely ; but foon after the Aghuanis, un- 
generoufly found Means to poifon her. 

As yet the Succefs of the Army which march’d into 
the Province of Farfiftan, was not known, tho’ they had 
heard that the Town of Schiras, the Capital of that Pro- 
vince, was befieged by Kier Soltan, that the Genera! was 
killed by a Musket-Bal] in the firft Attack, and his Place 
was fupply’d by Zeberdert Kan, who puth’d the Siege on 
very vigoroufly, but nothing more was known,and Mah- 
moud waited with Impatience for News from thence. In 
the Beginning of May, News came, and fuch as gave 
gteat Joy to Mahmoud and all his Party. 

Schiras was taken, and in this Manner: This Town, 
fituate on the River Bendimir, not far from the ancient 
Perfepolis, and reckon’d with Reafon, the fecond Town 
in all Perfiz, was intirely block’d up in the Beginning 
of the Siege. The Kan, the Governor, and one of the 
firft Minifters in the Court of Schah Haffaie, did all they 
could to hinder the Blockade. 

There were a great many Skirmifhes, but at laft, after 
they had gain’d fome flight Advantages over the Enemy, 
they were obliged to yield to Force, and abandon the 
Paffages by which Provifions might enter the Town, 
though irdeed they were not without Hope of Succour, 
they knew that Baguirchagi, Prince of Arabia, was march- 
ing with 6, or 7000 Men to rélieve Schiras, but their 
Want of Difcipline was fuch, that they were defeated 
and flain by 1400 Aghuanis. 

The Governor having loft by this Defeat the only 
Refource they had, and knowing well that his Provi- 
fion and Ammunition would foon fail, that three Parts 
of the Inhabitants had already perifh’d by Famine and 
Sword, and that the Number of the Enemy inftead of di- 
minifhing, increafed daily, deliver’dup the Town on the 
13th of April; after a Siege of eight Months: He fup. 
ported the Siege with all the Diligence and Bravery that 
could be expeéted from a gallant and experienc’d Officer 5 
there were 6000 Aghuanis and more kill’d in this Siege s 
the City, notwithitanding the fair Promifes of the Ene- 
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my, was given to the Plunder and Slaughter of the Sol. 
diers, both of which were very great. 

A Conqueft of this Importance, flatter’d very agreea- 
bly the Vanity of Zeberdert Kan, and encourag’d him to 
make new ones; accordingly having fettled Affairs in 
Scairas, and plac’d a good Garrifon there, he march’é to 
Lahr ; this little Town gives Name to a Country round 
it, being formerly befieged by a Prince who took the Ti- 
tle of Lahriftan; this Town, after a {mall Refiftance, 
furrender’d, and received 3000 Aghuanis for its Garri- 
fon. 

From this Place Zeberdert Kan maarch’d to Bendera- 
baffi, the ancient Gombra, to which King Schah Abbas 
gave its Name in the Year 1622, and which formerly 
had Commerce with the Ifland Ormus, that was taken 
from the Portuguefe by the Afliftance ef the English; this 
Town and the Citadel were taken in afew Days. 

Mahmoud now having recover’d his Fatigues, and re- 
frefh’d and recruited his Army from feveral of his own 
Se&t, who came into the City continually, refulvec on 
his Part to purfue his Point, and to make an entire Con- 
queft of the Province of Kilan. 

He Icft I/pahan in the Month of une, at the Head 
of near 30,000 Men, but now his good Fortune began 
to forfake him, and this Expedition fucceeded very ill : 
He was fcarce arrived in Kilan, but whether the Badnefs 
of the Air, or the frequent Incurfions of the Arabs, who 
killed great Numbers of his Soldiers, occafion’d it, he 
return’d to I/pahan, having loft all his Baggage and near 
three Parts of his Army. 

If Prince Tamas had at this Time only been at the 
Head of 10,000 Men, to have purfu’d Mahmoud in his 
Retreat, he muft have been entirely cut off, and the 
Prince would have found himfelf very foon Mafter of 
all the Enemy had deprived him: But the Terror was 
fo great, not only among the Nobles, but the People, 
that nobody durft own himfelf of his Party, at leait open- 
ly, and the Prince had not in all more than two thoufand 
Men who follow’d him. 

This Reverfe of Fortune threw Mahmoud intoa black 
Melancholy. The Dutch, who for Sake of Commerce 
had crowded to I/pahan, were the firft who felt the Ef- 
fe&ts of his ill Humour, he caufed them all at once to 
be feized, obliged them to fine for their Liberty g0,c0o 





Tomans, tho’ they had already paid him 20,000: Af- . 
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to fend fifty chofen Virgins of their Nation to his Se- 
raglio. “oy 

The French were treated very near as ill as others, for 
tho’ they fpared their Purfes, they took their Liberty : 
Monfieur Gardane, Conful of the French Nation at I/- 
pahan, to whom without Injuftice we cannot refufe the 
Praife which his Wifdom, his good Conduét, and his Zeal 
for the Intereft of the Commerce of France merit, was 
forbidden, as were all the French Merchants, to go out 
of the City ; not only not to go out of I/pahan on Pain ef 
Death, but not fo much as to fend from thence one 
Word in Writing on the fame Penalty: So that what- 
ever Defire Mr. Gardane might have to inform the 
Court of France of the Affairs in Perfia, it was not 
for the Intereft of the Nation to run the Rifque of giv- 
ing that Satisfaction at fuch a Price. 

But what chagrin’d Mahmoud moft, was the News of 
the Revolt of Yexed, about ten Days Journey from I/- 
pahan, on the Side of Candahar, The Inhabitants of this 
Town, at the Solicitation of the Guebres, who came be- 
fore it in Numbers, had fubmitted, and received a Gar- 
rifon of 2000 Aghuanis, but when they learn’d the ill Si- 
tution of the Affairs of the Enemy, they fell upon the 
Aghuanis, flew many, and drove the reft out of the 
Town, 

Mahmoud, as embarafs’d as he was, would not fuffer 
this AGtion to pafs with Impunity ; he colleéted his 
Troops, and having got together a Body of 18,000 Men, 
march’don the 22d of December for Yexed ; the Befiegers 
made frequent and fierce Attacks, but were bravely re- 
pulfed by the Befieged; each Side was wholly bent upon 
the Means of Conqueft, and happily for the Befieged an 
Opportunity offer’d and was taken. 

The Army of the Enemy had fuffer’d very much, not 
only by the Snows which hadfallen in Abundance, but 
likewife by the Want of all Sorts of Provifions,the Coun- 
try People who had left their Villages, and were retir’d 
to Mount Taurus, having taken every Eatable along 
with them ; fo that Mahmoud was obliged to quarter a 
good Part of his Army at convenient Diftances for Sub- 
fiftence, which weaken’d him very much ; the Befieged 
being fenfible of this, made two Sallies at once of their 
Infantry and their Cavalry, and that fo warmly, that 
they kill’d near 3000 0f their Enemies: Mahmoud him- 
felf ®eing furrounded by the Cavalry, efcaped with Dif- 
ficulty, but was obliged to quit all his Baggage, 4 
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make the beft of his Way with the few who remain’d 
about him. 

This fecond Defeat, which put it out of the Power 
of Mahmoud to enterprize any thing, at leaft for fome 
Time, feized him with fo extream a Melancholy, it 
was believed it would kill him; and now, as hethought 
himfelf incommoded, and a Burthen to himfelf and 
others, he refolved to fhut himfelf up and begin the 
Riada, a Sort of Spiritual Difcipline fometimes ufed by 
the Muffélmans. 

Thefe Exercifes confift in voluntarily imprifoning 
themfelves fourteen or fifteen Days, and eating nothing 
but Bread and Water, nor that neither "till after the 
fetting of the Sun, and repeating continually in a groan- 
ing Accent, and as if the Voice was drawn from the 
Bottom of the Stomach, thefe Sounds, Hou, Hou, How, ’rill 
the Foam rifes to the Mouth, and upon the Lips, and 
their Strength fails, then they fall into Epileptick Fits, 
whieh they call Ecftafies: And in thefe Sorts of Ecftafies 
they pretend that the Devil is forced by a fuperior 
Bower, to difcover the good orevil Events of the Enter. 
prizes they are about: In this fuperftitious Exercife 
Mahmoud employed himfelf in the Month of February 
3725, and when he came out he was very weak, andina 
Difpofition not very diftant from Madnofs. 

His Head was weakened with long and fevere fafting, 
a fettled Melancholy in his Blood, his Reafon feem’d 
much hurt, and he imagin’d he faw People every Mo- 
ment, People who had a Defign upon his Life, and fuf- 

efted every Body, but efpecially the Princes of the 
lood, whom he was determin’d abfolutely to root 
out. 

In Order to put this horrible Defign in Execution, he 
was obliged to be aflifted by all his Confidents, with 
whom he enter’d one Day after Dinner into the great 
Hall, where all the Princes of the Blood were affembled, 
and Schah Haffvin their Father,with them ; then tranfpor- 
ted with more than Hellith Fury, he with the Affiftance 
of his arined People, cut in Pieces at once the whole 
Royal Family, excepting only two young Princes, one 
about four and the other five Years old, who to avoid 
their Fate, threw themfelvcs into the Arms of their 
Father, as their laft Afjlum: Schah Hajfain held forth 
his Arms to receive them, embrac’d them tenderly, and 
received a Wound in his Arm, in warding off a Blow 
aimed at them by one of the Affafins: The Sight of 
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the Blood that tlow’&from the Parent, foften’d even the 
cruel Mind of Mahmoud, who never intended to touch 
the Perfon of the King, and obliged him to leave thefe 
two young Princes to him to be the Confolation of his 
old Age. There were 105 Nobles flain thus, among 
whom were three Uncles of Schah Haffain, very old, and 
feven of his Nephews. 

After this inhuman Slaughter, Mahmoud appeared as 
one poffeifed, and finding no Remedy for his Ditlemper, 
he caufed the Armenian Priefls to be called in, and or- 
der’d them to confult their /choran; and to engage 
them to go heartily to work, he gave them 15,000 To- 
mans of Gold, and affured them, if he recover’d his 
Health, he would reftore to them all that he had taker 
away from them; he made fome Réeflitution to the Datcr 
Company, but all was taken again by his Succeffor. 

Notwithftanding all this, his Sicknefs increafed daily, 
his Body cover’d with a Leprofy, exhaled a moft infup- 
portable Smell, his Flefh pealed by little and little from 
the Bones, his Limbs could not fupport him, and in the 
Attacks of his Madnefs, he ufed to gnaw and tear his 
Hands and Arms with his Teeth, and Nature doing none 
of her Fun&tions in the ordinary Manner, gave up his 
Excrements thro’ his Mouth. 

The Aghuanis feeing the Danger of the Life of Mui 
moud, thought of appointing a Succeflor tohim; they 
were inclin’d to defire the Brother of Mahmoud, who had 
been appointed his Succeffor on his Demife, to take the 











~ Government upon him, but he was at a great Diflance 


in the Province of Candahar, and no poflible Dilligence 
that could be ufed, wou’d bring him to I/pahan, in lels 
than eight or ten Months: And it was abfolutely necef’ 
fary, that this Affair fhould be fettled immedistely 
For the People apprized of the Condition of Mahmoud, 
began to lofe their Fears, and declare openly in Fa 
vour of Prince Tamas; a Report was fpread, that he was 
advancing with a powerful Army, that the 4rabs having 
join’d the Perfians, were marching to their Relicf, and 
that the Towns waited only his Arrival to fubmit to 
him. 

Thefe Réports, tho’ groundlefs, intimidated the Axg- 
huanis,and fhew’d the Neceflity they were under of chufing 
immediately a Perfon to conduét them at this Junéture; 
not being able therefore to elef&t the Brother of Mah- 
moud, by Reafon of the Diftance, they ele&ted his Coufin 
German Acherof, who was then in Prifon as we rclited 
above, The 
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The deplorable Condition that Schah Haffain was in, 
at the Surrender of I/pahan, whem he gave up his Crown 
and Sceptre to Mahmoud, touched every one with Com- 
paflion, his very Enemies felt fo fenfibl y,as to be in Tears 
for him. But this Acherof, as we have faid, did every 
thing he could to oblige Mahmoud; to receive that unfor- 
tunate Prince in a Manner lefs fierce and haughty: This 
Liberty he took with Mahmoud on this Occafion, which 
tho’ he then diflembled his Diflike of it, he foon after 
feized him, and clapt him in a dark Prifon, and under 
the clofeft Confinement. 

Upon this, on the 21ft of April, the Aghuanis affem- 
bled, and march’d Sword in Hand, to deliver Acherof 
from his Confinement, they conduéted him immediately 
to the Royal Palace, plac’d him on the Throne, and fa- 
luted him King of Perfia. 

Acherof, to maintain himfelf in this unexpefted Dig- 
nity to which he faw himfelf raifed, began immediate- 
}y by caufing the Head of Mahmoud to be taken off, and 
the Heads of his principal Fayourites : A few Days after 
this, being advertifed of fome feditious Words utter’d by 
fome of the Soldiers, who were of the Body Guard of 
Mahmoud, he order’d the Army to furround them, cut 
300 of them to Pieces, imprifon’d their Officers, and 
broke their Corps. Zeberdert Kan, who about this 
Time return’d triumphant from his Conquefts, was ho- 
nour’d, and all his Offices and Dignities were preferv'd. 

Aste the Perfians, Acherof pretended to fhew parti- 
cular Regard to them. The Defign he had to draw Prince 
Tamas into his Hand, and by his Death to fecure the 
Throne for ever to his Family, made it abfolutely ne- 
ceffary for him to diffemble thus, and to make an out- 
ward Shew of particular Zeal to the Royal Family, and 
todifcover upon all Occafions, a Difpofition whenever 
it fhould be in his Power, to place the Crown upon the 
Head of the lawful Prince: Therefore he began his 
Reign with a Vifit to Schah HafJain, confoled him upon 
the bloody Affaffination of his Family by Mahmoud, and 
gave him what Comfort he could; he caufed the fcat- 
ter’d Bones of his Relations to be colle&ted and plac’d 
them under a magnificent Mau/oleum, in the Town of 
Kan, the ancient Place of Sepulture of the Perfian 
Kings. 

He fent likewife rich Prefents to the Mo/ch, in which 
they were placed, and 1000 Tomans to be diftributed a- 
mong the Poor: After this, with his Crewn and “— 
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in Kis Hand, ke came in the moft fubmisive Manner, 
and. threw. himfelf at the Feet of Schah Haffain, im« 
ploring him earneftly to take the Government of 
the Realm again, or to oblige Prince Tamas to take 
it. Schalk Haffain, who feem’d very well to underftand 
the Meaning of this Offer, and who knew if he difco- 
ver'd the leatt Inclination of remounting the Throne, his 
Life muft anfwer if, anfwered Ackerof thus, ‘ That he 
© was obliged to him for the Zeal he expreffed to his Per- 
* fon, but that having voluntarily quitted the Govern- 
© ment, he could not by any Means think of taking it 
© again; as to what regarded his Son, he would not in- 
© termeddle, nor oblige him to accept a Dignity which 
© perhaps he might make a very ill Ufe of. 

Acherof, {till concealing his Purpofe, feem'd as if he were 
uneafy at this Determination of Schah HafJain, however, 
that he might not be wanting, as he faid, in his Re- 
fpest and Duty, he fent a magnificent Embaffy to Prince 

amas, with confiderable Prefents, and Horfes richly 
caparifon’d, inviting him to come and take Poffeffion of 
the Throne, and praying that he would pleafe to appoint 
a place where they might meet, and fettle Affairs in Or- 
der to it: The Prince too eafy to credit what pleas’d 
him, came blindly into the Net, and appointed the lit- 
tle Plain of Theran for the Rendezvous. 

Acherof tranfported with this fuccefsful Beginning of 
his Plot, march’d immediately at the Head of 12,co0 
Men, and arriv’d firft in the Plain, and pofted his 
Troops in fuch Manner as they could moft eafily execute 
his Purpofe. The Prince advanced only with 3co9 Men ; 
but having happily heard that dcherof hed a great Num- 
ber of Troops with him, he began to fear and fulpett ; 
but however not being perfeflly fatisfy’d of the Truth 
of the Report, to be certain, he fent before him Allam 
Kan, with 2000 Men, referving only 1000 about his 
Perfon. Allam Kan arrived, and perceiving not only 
a large Army of Aghuanis, but likewife that all the Ave- 
nues to the Camp were guarded, found it was very plain 
their Defign was to feize the Prince. Upon this he im- 
mediately gave him Notice, and defir’d him to take Care 
of himfelt and it was Time to give him Notice, for 
Acherof advertifed by his Spits, of the near Arrival otf 
the Prince, had privately poiled 2500 Aghuaris behind 
a Hill to cut off his Paffage, and every Poflibility of an 
Efcape: So that he was juft upon the Point of feizing 
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him, when Notice was given the Prince to take Care of 
his Life. 

This unfortunate Prince was ppon this obliged to 
mount immediately, and take Refuge with about 200 
Horfe in the Town of Theran, 

Acherof finding his Defign difcover’d, immediately 
attack’d Allam Kan, who defended himfelf very gal lant- 
ly, againft fo great Inequality of Forces, and repuls’d 
the Enemy twice with Lofs; but at length the Night 
approaching, he retir’d and joined the Prince in Theran, 
The Enemy ignorant of the Roads, and fearing to be 
engaged in the Night too, near the Mountains, durft not 
purfue them. 

In the mean Time Allam Kan forefeeing that Acherof 
would befiege the Town, advifed the Prince immedi- 
ately to leave it, upon which, having refrefhed their 
Troops, they march’d out, and the Prince at their 
Head, in the Beginning of the Night, and with fuch 
Diligence, that at Break of Day they were fix Leagues 
from Theran, on the Side of Mezanderan: That which 
Allam Kan forefaw happen’d, for Acherof had invefted 
the Town, to the great Surprife of the Inhabitants, be- 
fore Day-break, imagining, he fhould feize the Prince 
on his March: He had taken fome Peafants for his Guide, 
but finding the Prince efcaped, he in great Fury ftorm’d 
the Town, and order’d his Soldiers to fpare none, but 
to put all to the Sword. 

After this, the Town of Kam, or Sava, was taken 5 
they were treated with lefs Cruelty than Theran, the 
Soldiers only plunder’d the Town, and faved the 
People. - 

Acherof not thinking it proper to pufh his Conquefts 
further, his Army not being great, returns now to I/- 
pahan, where he meditated the Deftruétion of thofe few 
of the Nobility who had efcaped the Sword of Maih- 
moud, in this Manner: 

The Number of Soldiers which Acherof took with 
him to meet the Prince, gave a Jealoufy to the Nobles, 
that this Interview was defign’d more for the Benefit of 
Acherof than of the Prince; therefore the Fears they 
had leaft the Prince, whom they tenderly lov’d, fhould 
be furprized,and be blindly led into fome bad Meafures, 
they refulved to give him their Advice; they wrote to 
him, and this Letter was intercepted by Scedal, one of 
the Gencrals of the Aghuanis, and fent to Ackerof, who 
to revenge himfelf of the Nobles for this A&tion, caufed 
them 
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them all to affemble in the Royal Palace, under the Pre- 
tence of asking their Adviee in Matters of the laft Im- 
portance, and there were they all murther’d: At the 
fame Time he put out the Eyes of an Infant, the 
Grandchild of Schah Haffain ; and fome fay, he prattis’d 
the fame Cruelty on Schah Haffain himfelf, but this was 
not certain. 

Every one expects the Brother of Mahmoud at I/pahan, 
when he comes, as he certainly will, a Civil War be- 
tween the Aghuanis mutt infallibly be the Confequence - 
This may probably give an Opportunity to Schah HajJain 
to remount his Throne. 

During thefe Troubles in Perfia, the neighbouring 
Princes were not idle, but made Incurfions, and feiz’d 
the Provinces on their Borders. 

The Mufcovites took Schrivan, a fruitful and beautiful 
Country, extending itfelf along the Ca/pian Sea, and | y- 
ing convenient fer Commerce. The Turks were thofe who 
gain’d moft, they have by little and little,got Poffeflion of 
all Georgia, and of the Provinces of Erivan, Nakman, Al - 
derhefan, Kalan and Havadan, with their feveral Depen- 
dencies, Cities, Towns, &c. Some of them made a ge- 
nerous and Jong Refiftance ; Tauris among the reft,w hich 
did not fubmit ’till after a long and vigorous Siege, and 
after having fuffer’d very near the fame Miferies as I/- 

ahan, 

4 The Conquefts of the Turks, and their near Approach 
to the Capital, from which they were not more than 
five or fix Days March, obliged Acherof, who was in 
no Condition to oppofe them, to fend on the 2d of Sep- 
tember, 1725, an Embaffy to the Porte, to defire Peace 
of the Grand Signior, at any Price, and on what Condi« 
tions he fhould pleafe. 

The Embaffador’s Prefent was 20,000 Tomans in Gold, 
yet for all this, the Turks puth’d their Conquefts, intend~ 
ing when they had taken Ifpahan, to place Prince 
Tamas on the Throne, garrifon the ftrong Towns, and 
oblige that Prince to aét as their Lieutenant in Per- 
fia. But they were totally defeated before they reach’d 
that City, as appears by the. following Account from 
Conftantinople, 
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Conftantinople, February 5, 1727. 


7 E have received the following Account of the 
the Defeat of the Ottoman Army in Perfia. 

The Bafhaw of Babylon having made long Marches thro” 
feveral frightful Defarts, arrived in the Month of Oéto- 
ber laft within four Leagues of I/pahan with 60,000 Men. 
After having refted fome Days, he detach’d 4000 Janif- 
faries, and 2000 Spahi’s, to go and view the Camp of 
the Rebel E/reff. Thofe Troops not knowing the Ground, 
and being moreover led by Guides who were affeéted 
to the Rebels, were intercepted by them, and cut in 
Pieces, two Miles from their Intrenchments. Mean 
Time our Army, which was marching to fupport the 
Detachment, perceiving this Lofs, made a Halt, and 
try’d to draw Lines to cover themfelves, thinking that 
the Rebels, flufh’d with their Succefs, would fall upon 
them with all their Forces. E/reff being inform’d by 
his Spies of all that pafs’d, artfully improv’d the happy 
Conjuntture to featter Libels in the Ottoman Army to 
this Effect : ; 

That he was forry t> fee Brethren worrying one ano- 
ther at fuch a Rate, and that it was high Time to 
putan Endto a War which was a Reproach to good 
Muffelmans ; taking the Great God and Mahomet to Wit- 
nefs, that he was ready to come intoa reafonable Accom- 
modation. 

This Stratagem had all the Succefs he could defire. 
The Turks charm’d with fucha Declaration, began to 
murmur loudly againft their Generals, not {paring even 
the Grand Signior nor his Prime Vizier, and agreed at 
the Approach of the Rebels to retire. At this News E/- 
reff caufed feveral thoufand Men to march, preceded by 
feveral devout Myffelmans without Arms, who cry’d to 
the Turks witha loud Voice, What is the Reafon of all 
this Malice ? Let us leave off to fpill the Blood of Be- 
lievers, and embrace as Friends. At thefe Words one of 
our Generals giving the Signal to his Troop, retired in 
Diforder with 12,000 Men, and was follow’d by an Aga 
at the Head of 8000 Afiaticks, fo that the Bafhaws Omar 
and Cuproli, fearing the Menaces of the Janifaries, pre- 
pared to fly with the reit of the Army, abandoning 
their Camp with all that was therein. E/reff who waited 
for this Rout, had caufed the moft important Pofts to 
be taken Polffeffion of by his Aghuanis (a People that in- 
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habit the Provinces of Candahar, Kirofan, Sigiftan, and 
Kirman) and his Guebres, the old Perfians, efteem’d moft 
couragious of all, and caufed the Run-a-ways to be 
charged with fuch Vigour, that they cut a prodigious 
Number of them in Pieces, without being able to rally; 
fo that he is abfolutely Mafter of all the Neighbourhood 
of I/pahan. The Remains of our Army amount to a- 
bout. 30,000 Men in the whole, moft of them without 
Arms, and are reaffembled at Madam, a Town near Bag- 
dad on the River Tigris.

The Duke of Holftein’s Letter to the States of Sweden. 


Right Noble, Very Noble, 

Right Reverend, Very Reverend, 

Right Honourable, Very Honourable, 
Honeft and Faithful, 


To the Very Refpected and Efteem’d Affembly of the States 
ae of the Kingdom of Sweden. 


E could not, without being wanting to our- 
felf, upon the agreeable Approach of the Meet- 
ing of the General Diet, decline giving the greate Te- 
ftimony we can, of our Good- Will to that moft laudable 
Body by this our Letter; as we were at the Clofe 
of the laft Seffion, confolated and comforted by the 
Declaration and Affurance full of Benevolence towards 
us from the faid moft laudable States, and fent us 
by his Majefty. 
Our Mind and Heart both loaded by the hard Oppref- 
fion of Denmark, revive at once, when we perceive ws 
are 
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are not forgot by our dear Country: But when we be- 
come fenfible, that the Noble Swedi/h Blood fo renown’d 
throughout the World, ftirs in our Favour, in the Veins 
of our moft beloved and dear Countrymen 3; we muftaf- 
fure them, that the fame Blood now running through 
our Heart, does and will for ever move in Favour of 
Sweden. 

The Sentiments of Gratitude, rooted in the Bottom of 
our Heart, cannot be fufficiently expreffed, nor the Ex- 
tent of them known, by any Words ; therefore we thall 
leave to every fincere Patriot and Inhabitant of Sweden, 
fuch Words as are moft anfwerable to his honeft Inclina- 
tions, and fuch Gratitude as his right Swedi/h Heart hall 
fuggeft unto him, and which cannot be painted by any 
Eloquence. 

Every Body muft know that our Love to our Country 
is natural, reafonable, fincere, perfe€&t and conftant: 
And will for ever be proved fo to be, when Occafion 
thall draw it into A&tion. 

In this firm Confidence we promife ourfelves that it 
will not be difagreeable to the laudable Eftates of the 
Realm, that once more we open our Heart before them. 

When the Defenfive Alliance was concluded with 
Ruffia on the 22d of February, 1724, there was at the fame 
Time fecret Articles agreed on, in what Manner an 
Enterprize might be undertaken in our Favour for the 
Reftitution of Sle/wick; fo that we might not only reco- 
ver what is our Right, but likewife that by this Means 
the Peace in the North might be eftablifh’d 5 when this 
Stumbling-Block, the Caufe of all their Troubles and 
Diforders was once removed: Since that Time wehave 
quietly waited, when by this Means, and the Blefling of 
the Almighty, there would bea happy Refult of this 
Treaty: but fuch is the Will of God, according to his 
fupream Wifdom, to defer it thus long, in order to prove 
our Patience and Truft in htm; fince upon many Con- 
jun@tures and Incidents, fometimes we have met with 
one Obitacle, fometimes another, which not only hin- 
der’d any thing from being executed with Vigour, but 
even from being undertaken in our Favour. 

The Pride of the Court of Denmark is increafed to 
that Degree, that very lately a Declaration was made 
there, not at all agreeable to Equity, viz. ——- That no- 
thing was due to us from nis Danifh Majefty relating to 
that Dutchy, and that he would not exter into any amicable 
Accommodation relating to that Affair. 

Yet, 
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Vet, notwithftanding ali thefe Obftacles, it looks as if 
this Cloud of Affliction, which has fo long hover’d over 
our Head and threaten’d us, was about to diflipate, fince 
by Divine Providence two of the greate{t Powers in Eu- 
rope have refolved to affift us with powerful Suc- 
cours, 

His Imperial Roman Majefty has not only acceded to 
the Alliance of Stockholm, as is well known, but likewife 
purfuant to his Love of Juftice, and his invaluable Be- 
nevolence to our Perfon, enter’d intoa new Engagement 
with her Imperial Majefty, our moft* Gracious Mother- 
in-Law, by Virtue of an Alliance concluded with her 
relating to our Intereft, in a Manner with which we 
have great Reafon to be well fatisfy’d. 

We have nothing more to wifh to ‘make our Happinefs 
compleat, but that his Swedifh Majefly, and the Eftates 
of the Realm, would be pleafed, out of their Good Will 
and Affe&tion towards us, To con/ent to what shall be pro- 
pofed to them in the Diet on the Parts of the Powers above- 
mention’ a, , 

We are perfeétly affur’d, Fhat the moft laudable E- 
ftates of the Realm, fo remarkable for their Piety, Com- 
paffion and Love of Juftice, will without any Scruple, 
come into an Accefhon, ‘which tends to our Profperity 
and Deliverance, from an Oppreffion fo hard and fo long, 
as well as it relates to the publick Good ; nor is there 
Occafion to mention what all the World knows, that our 
Hereditary Dominions were facrificed only for the Ser- 
vice of Sweden; and what is likewife as well known, 
that we never pretended this Kingdom was obliged fole- 
ly and fepararely to re-eftablifh our A ffairs. 

We fhall not enter into the Detail of what Importance 
*tis tothis Crown of Sweden, not to fuffer Denmark to be 
in a Condition to ftir up new Troubles and Difturbances 
in Sweden, by their Ufe of the Annual Revenues from 
the Dutchy of Sle/wick, and leave ft only to the moft lau- 
dable Eftates to refle&t, how much Grief we mutt be af- 
fliged with, if after fo long Patience and Attendance up- 
on favourable Conjunétures, we again find ourfelves ex- 
pofed to the greateft Rifques. 

Some finifter Accident may again happen, if we mifs 
this Opportunity of the Affiftance of. two of the greatelt 
Powers in Esrope, and upon whom we can certainly de- 

nd. 

PT his mutt be of great Advantage not only fer you, but 
for your Glory, and give us Leave to add, for the “" 
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reft of Sweden in Regard to the prefent Conjunétires, 
if the moft laudable Eftates of the Realm would be plea- 
fed to make fuch Difpofitions as might be hoped for, 
from the Aétivity of the next and the fucceeding Diets. 

Therefore we fend thefe Prefents to you, in the Honour 
and perfect Confidence we holdof the juft and folid De- 
liberations of the Body of the moft laudable Eftates of 
the Realm, as well as for their Amity and cordial Af. 
feftion to us; waiting the favourable Refult of this Af- 
fair, which we abfolutely promife ourfelf from their 
Equity and Juftice. 

Toconclude, we with from the Bottom of our Heart, 
that the Almighty will be pleafed to blefs and crown alt 
the Deliberations of the moft laudable Eftates of the 
Realm, with the moft happy Succefs, for the general 
Good of our Country, and the particular Profperity of 
every Inhabitant thercof.

N Obedience to the King’s Orders brought by an’ Ex> 

prefs difpatch’d from Madrid, Feb. 17, tothe Count de 
las Torres, this General caufed the Frenches to be open’d 
before Gibraltar in the Night between the 22d anid 23d) of 
that Month. The Governor of the Place having pet- 
ceived on the 21ft in the Afternoon,that we were ere&ting 
a Battery near the Tower of the Mill, on the’ Weft Side of 
the Town, and that on the 22d in the Morning, that 
Work was carry’d on with great Application, wrote to 
the Count de las Torres, protefting againft thefe firft Acts 
of Hoftility: That General not having return’d # fatis- 


faftory Anfwer, about Four in the Afternoon, a Cannon 
loaded 
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loaded with Ball was fired from the Town upon the 
Workmen, which ferved as a Signal to the other Gunners, 
to make during the remaining Part of that Day, feve- 
ral Difcharges of the Cannon on the Side of the Spani- 
ards Battery, which they continued to ereét, notwith- 
ftanding the Fire of the English: The Trenches were 
open’d by 1500 Workmen, direéted by a Brigade of Engi- 
niers, and fupported by five Battalions of Foot, com- 
manded by the Marquefs of Alonche, the eldeft of the 
Lieutenant-Generals, by Don Rodrigo Peralta, Major- 
General, the Marquefs de Torre Mayor, Brigadier-Gene- 
ral, a Colonel and other Officers, at the Head of whom 
the Marquefs de las Torres marched from the Camp to 
the Foot of the Rock of the Mountain of Gibraltar, 
where the Workmen began to turn up the Ground. 

The 23d, at Break of Day, the Befieged made a great 
Fire of their Muskets from the Top of the Rock, and 
threw at the fame Time from the Top of the Mountain 
many Bombs, and a great Number of Granado’s and 
Stones upon the Befiegers; and two Hours after they 
they approached on the Shallow Shoar towards the Eaft 
with two Men of War and one Bylander ; and with two 
other Veffels onthe Weftern Shore, from whence they 
cannonaded and bombarded the Spanifk Troops, feconded 
by the Artillery of the Old Mole, and by the Mortars 
from the Town, which made a continual Fire till Night 
came on. That Day, on the Side of the Beftegers, 19 
Men were kill’d, among whom were two Captains and 
one Enfign; and 45 wounded, the chief of whom are 
the Marquefs de Torre Mayor, Brigadier-General, who 
received a Wound in his Arm, two Captains, and one 
Enfign: Towards the Evening, three Veffels arrived in 
the Camp laden with Ammunition of War. 

In the Night between the 23d and 24th, the Marquefs 
de Verboon, Lieutenant-General of the King’s Arms, and 
Engineer-General, the Count de Zueveghen, Major-Ge- 
neral, and the Brigadier-General Don ‘John de Gages, 
mounted the Trenches with the 2d Brigade of Engineers, 
1000 Workmen, anda like Number of Troops as mount- 
ed the Night before, having the Count de las Torres at 
their Head. During this Night we fecured ourfelves 
from the Artillery of the Engli/h Ships, and open’d the 
Communication that was begun the Night before, and 
which the Bombs of the Befieged had hinder’d us from 
bringing to Perfe&tion. They continued all the Day to 
fire very briskly ; but our Batteries having begun — 
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Ten in the Morning to fire on the Engli/fh Veffels, they 
were forced to retire: This Day four Men were kill’d, 
and 49 wounded ; among them two Captains, two Lieu- 
tenants, and two Enfigns. Towards the Evening, the 
Englifh cannonaded a fmall Spani/h Veffel laden with fix 
Brafs Cannon and eight Patereroes, and having attack’d 
her with armed Shallops at the Time fhe was going to 
unlade, a Detachment of the Troops of the Camp went 
to her Affiftance, and forced the Engli/h Shallops to re- 
tire, who neverthelefs took a Spanifh Bark laden with 
Planks, which Bark was then on the Shallow between 
Gibraltar and Algezira. 

In the Night between the 24th and 25th, the Trenches 
were mounted by the Count de Glimes, Lieutenant-Ge- 
neral, Don ‘ferome de Solis, Majot-General, Don Gregory 
Cual-y-Pueyo, Brigadier-General, and by fix Battalions 
of 300 Men each: The Works were perfe&ted, and the 
firft parallel Line finifh’d : The fame Night the Battery 
of eight Cannon, very near the Tower of the Mill, was 
put in a Condition to fire: The Fire from the Town 
was very brisk the Day following: The Befiegers had 
four Men killed and fix wounded by the Bombs: The 
Englifi Ships retiring, went to the Eaft of the Bay, 
to go andcruife in the Streight, and fome of them can- 
nonaded the Spanifh Shipping in the Shallows of Alge- 
ziras and of the Weft. Towards the Evening there are 
rived in the Camp twenty Brafs Cannon, twenty-four 
Pounders. 

In the Night between the 25th and 26th, the Count 
de Montemar, Lieutenant-General, Don Petro de Caftro, 
Major-General, and the Chevalier de Sayve, Brigadier, 
mounted the Trenches with a like Number of Troops 
as the Night before: They madea Branch of a Trench ° 
on the Side of the Sea, to cover themfelves from the 
Cannon of the Englifh Men of War: The Befieged made 
a dreadful Fire all the Day, and there was one Man 
kill’d and eight wounded. 

In the Night between the 26th and 27th, the Trenches 
were mounted by the Lieutenant-General Don Francis 
de Ribadeo, by the Major-General the Marquefs de Mont- 
veel, and by the Brigadier the Marquefs de Bay; all the 
Works were perfe&ted, and during that Night two Men 
were kill’d, and four wounded. The Battery of ten 
Guns that had been raifed the 25th on the Eaftern Shore, 
to hinder the Approach of the Englifh Veffels, having 
fecured from. their Fire the Troops in.the Trenches, 
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another Battery of a like Number of Guns was ereéted 
on the 27th, on the Left of that of eight Guns, which 
is near the Tower of the Mill on the Weftern Side, and 
on the Left of this, one of Mortars, both of them being 
defign’d to deftroy the Fortifications of the Outworks of 
the Place : We continued to work thereon all laft Night, 
and we believe they will begin to fire Te-morrow 
Morning. TheShallops of the Engli/h Men of War pof- 
fefs’'d themfelves this Morning of two Barks laden with 
Fafcines; and two Catalonian Birks have been in pur- 
fuit of two Englifh Barks. The Trenches will be mount- 
ed this Night by the Marquefs of Alonches, Lieutenant- 
General, the Duke of Caftro-Pinano, Lieutenant-Gene- 
ral, and Don Lewis Ferdinand Patinho, Brigadier-Gene- 
ral. Vice-Admiral Wager has feht two Engli/; Men of 
War with Letters for all. the Confuls that are in the 
Ports of Spain; but we know not what Orders he has 
given them: He has alfo detach’d two Men of War of 
his Squadron to convoy as far as the Entrance into the 
Tagus the Englifh Merchant Ships that were in thofe 
Parts. ' 

In the Night between the 28th of February and the rf 
of March, the Trenches were relieved by the Count de 
Montemar, Lieutenant-General, the Count de Aydic, 
Major-General, the Brigadier Don Francis Camillo, and 
the Colonels Don ohn Anthony d’Ordenal and Don George 
Pacheco, with 809 Workmen, and fix Companies of Gre- 
nadiers : They work’d to perfe& the fecond Parallel, 
and to ere&t three Batteries againft the Engli/h Batteries 
of Queen Anne and of the Top of the Mountain; the 
covert made a great ire, and wounded four of our 

en. 

On the 1ftof March in the Night, Don Francis de Ri- 
badeo, Lieutenant-General, Don Rodrigo de Peralta, 
Major-General, the Brigadier Don ‘John Gages, the Co- 
lonels Don Charles Cufac and Don Francis Roben mounted 
the Trenches with 400 Workmen, and a Brigade of 20 
Miners, fupported by fix ‘Companies of Grenadiers : 
They perfefted the Parallel that extends to the Sea on 
the Weft, and they work’d on two of the above men- 
tion’d Batteries ; to perfett that of the Mortars, and to 
finith that of the Sea towards the Eaft, in order to their 
firing all at the fame Time. The Fire from the Town 
kill’d aGunner, and wounded fome of the Workmen. 
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In the Night between the 2d and 3d, the Trenches 
were mounted by the Marquefs d’Aloncher, Licutenant- 
General, the Count de Zueveghen, Major-General, the 
Baron de Cerretani, Brigadier, the Chevalier de Lanoy 
and Don ‘fukn d’Urbina, Colonels, 500 Workmen, 30 
Miners, and the like Number of Troops as the Night 
before : Tie Works of the Batteries and of the Sap were 
very much advanced: The Fire fromthe Place was 
much more brisk than the Day before, and one Captain 
and four Soldiers were wounded, and one kill’d. 

In the Night between the 3d and qth, the Trenches 
were relieved by the Count de Glimes, Lieutenant-Gene- 
yal, the Major-General Don ‘Jerome de Solis, the Briga- 
dier the Chevalier de Sayve, the Colonels Don Andrew 
de Burges and Don Anthony d’Yrufta, 600 Workmen, and 
the like Number of Troops: They work’d on the Bat- 
tery of the Mill, intended to batter the Defences of the 
Mountain ; on the Battery of the Mortars, and on the 
two Lines of Communication which lead to the great 
Battery of thirty Guns, which was begun to be ere€ted 
to batter the Curtain of the Land-Gate of the Town, 
which is between the Baftion of St. Peter and that of 
St. Paul : A Sub-Lieutenant of the Grenadiers of the 
Wa!loon Guards was dangeroufly wounded, as were like- 
wife three of the Workmen, and one Serjeant was 
kill'd. 

In the Night between the 4th and sth, the Count de 
Montemar, Lieutenant-General, the Marquefs de Mont- 
real, Major-General, the Marquefs de Bay, Brigadier, 
and the Colonels Don Lewis de Milan and Don ‘fa/per 
de la Torre mounted the Trenches with 700 Workmen 3; 
the Sap was continu’d, and the Batteries perfeéted 5 
Yome Places of the Trenches were deepen’d; the Ground 
defign’d for the great Battery was levell’d ; the Cannon 
were carry’d thither, and the -great Communication, 
which is of 4000 Paces,. was finifh’'d: The Befieged 
made that Day a very great Fire, and one Captain of 
Grenadiers was kill’d, and feveral Soldiers wounded. 

On the 5th, about Ten in the Morning, the three 
firft Batteries and that of Mortars began to fire: An Eng- 
lifh Man of War approached on the Eaft Side, to play on 
the Trenches of the Beficged; but the retired after’ ha- 
ving made fome Difcharges of her Artillery. 

In the Night between the sth and 6th, the Trenches 
were relieved by the Lieutenant-General Don Francis 
Ribadeo, the Major-General the Duke of Caftro Pignano, 
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the Brigadier Don Lucas Patinho, the Colonels Don 
Fohn-Fofeph de Leon-y-Lana, and Don Peter Faxardo, by 
1100 Workmen, and by fix Companies of Grenadies : 
They work’d to perfeé&t the great Battery, the Lines of 
Communication, and the Flank that covers the Befie- 
gers from the Fire of the Engli/h Men of War: Five 
Workmen were wounded. 

In the Night between the 6th and 7th, the Marquefs 
@ Aloncher, Lieutenant General, the Count d’Aydie Ma- 
jor-General, the Brigadier Don Andrew d’Affiiro, the 
Colonels Don Peter de St. Maurin, and Don Auftin Brus, 
reliev’d the Trenches with 697 Workmen ; the Works 
already begun the Night before were continu’d, and two 
Soldiers were wounded, and one Gunner kill’d. 

In the Night between the 7th and 8th, the Trenches 
were relieved by the Lieutenant-General the Count de 
Glimes, the Major-General Don Rodrigo Peralta, the 
Brigadier Don Francis Carillo, the Colonels the Baron 
de Haen and Anthony Salus, at the Head of 1300 Work- 
men, and a Detachment from the Army of 750 Men 5 
they perfeéted the great Battery. 

In the Night between the 8th and gth, the Count de 
Montemer, Lieutenant-General, the Count de Zueveghen, 
Major-General, the Brigadier Don ‘John Gages, and the 
Colonels Don Eugene de Lobo and Don Francis Wamulle, 
mounted the Trenches with 1300 Workmen, and 600 
Men: They continu’d the making another Battery of 
ten Guns, under the Direftion of the Colonel Don 
Francis Balvafor, with Defign to batter the old Mole. 

In the Night between the gth and 1oth, the Tren- 
ches were reliev’d by Lieutenant-General Ridadeo, the 
Major-General de Solis, the Brigadier Ceretani, the Co- 
lonels Don Peter Dadarle, and Don Lewis de Bon-Amour, 
at the Head of 1750 Men, and 1200 Workmen. So great 
an Abundance of Rain fell that Night, that the Tren- 
ches were overflow’d, and fome of the Works born down 
by the Current, fo that they were wholly taken up in 
repairing the Damages, and in cleanfing the Commu- 
nications with the Batteries. The Engli/h having arm'd 
the Spanifh Barque which they took on the 24th of Sait 
Month, and having put on Board her, a Lieutenant, a 
Commander in Second, a Guard-Marine, 18 Seamen, a 
Serjeant, and 15 Grenadiers, they attack’d on the roth, 
at Break of Day, another Spani/h Barque that was com- 
ing from Malaga, with Provifions for the Camp; but a 
Storm arifing, hinder’d the Succefs of that ee te 
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In the Night between the 10th and iith, the Tien. 
ches were mounted by the Marquefs d’ Aloncher, Lieu- 
tenant-General, the Marquefs de Montreal, Major-Gene- 
ral, the Chevalier de Sayve, Brigadier, and the Colonels 
Don Peter d’Avila, and Don William Lacy, 650 Men, 
and 1500 Workmen: On the Right of the great Battery, 
they have drawn a Parallel of 150 Fathom, advancing 
towards the Town a fecond Communication from the 
fame Battery, to that which is intended to batter the 
old Mole, and ’tis believed the firft of them will be in 
a Condition to fire by the 13th, and the other by 15th. 
The Place was alfo mark’d out, where they are to make 
their laft Battery, under the Dire&tion of the Colonel 
Don Auftin Braus. It will be near the Cover’d Way, in 
Order te make a Breach in the Curtain of the Gate to- 
wards the Land, from whence is obliquely feen half the 
Battery which is near the Tower of the Mill. 

In the Night between the 11th and 12th, the Lieute- 
nant-General Count de Glimes mounted the Trenches 
with the Major-General Duke of Cafiro Pignano, the Bri- 
gadier Marquefs du Bay, the Colonels Don Charles 
Niederifé and Don Raymond Bourk, and other Officers 
in Proportion, with 1250 Soldiers for the Trenches, 
3000 Men for feveral Pofts, and for the Batteries, 100 
Men of Reinforcement, 100 Horfe and 760 Workmen. 
The Communications and the Batteries were repair’d, 
and the great Battery was finifh’d, upon which they 
could plant but three Cannon, the fandy Ground ha- 
ving hinder’d their bringing any more thither during 
that Night ; and we had but one Gunner and one Sutler 
wounded. The Mine that is carry’d on towards the Fort 
of Queen Anne, was advanc’d 12 Geometrical Feet in 
Length, fix in Breadth, and five in Depth, notwith- 
ftanding the Hardnefsof the Rock. That Day the Be- 
fieged made feveral Difcharges of their Artillery, to ce- 
lebrate the Birth-day of the Princefs of Wales. 

In the Night. between the 12th and 13th, the Tren- 
ches were reliev’d by the Lieutenant-General Count de 
Maontemar, the Major-General Count Daydie, the Briga- 
dier Don Luke Patinko, and the Colonels Don Peter Fi- 
dalgo and Don Sfames Salande, with 1650 Soldiers, that 
is to fay, 1200 for the Trenches, 300 to occupy feveral 
Pofts, and to guard the Batteries, and 100 Menof Re- 
inforcement, 100 Horfe, and 737 Workmen. A Paral- 
Jel was drawn from the Right of the Battery, comman- 
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to the Sea, and they work’d to perfeét the fame, as alfo 
the Parallel, for its Communication with that of the 
Count de Mariani, in which they Jeft 12 Cannon. They 
continu’d the Work of repairing the Communication of 
the Trenches; and the Ground there being Sandy, the 
Wind blew away the Sand, and left the Fafcines bare < 
The Enemy made a great Fire from their Muskets om 
the Workmen, as well from the Curtain of the Land- 
gate, as from the Forts on the Mountain ; and tho’ fome 
of our Soldiers fpoke with the Enemies, their Bodies 
openly expos’d, we had but one Lieutenant of Grena- 
diers of the Regiment of Viéforia, and one Grenadier 
of that of France wounded. 

In the Night between the 13th and 14th, the Tren- 
ches were reliew’ by the Lieutenant-General Don Fran-

ralta, the Brigadier Don Francis Carryl, and the Colo- 
nels Don Michael Roncali, and Don Francis Rigquieri, 
with 1650 Soldiers, 300 to poffefs feveral Pofts, 100 
Men of Reinforcement, 100 Horfé, and 450 Workmen. 
At Break of Day they began to fire with 20 Cannon 
from our great Battery, with a pretty good Effest, on 
the Port-holes (or Embrazures) of the Land-gate, and 
on the Bulwark of St. Paul ; and notwithftanding the 
almoft continual Fire of the Befieged, we had not the 
leaft Misfortune either in our Trenches or Batteries. 

In the Night between the 14th and 15th, the Licu- 
tenant - General Marquefs of Aloncher went into the 
Trenches with the Major-General Count de Zueveghen, 
the Brigadier Don ‘Yohn Baptift Gages, the Colonels Don 
Peter Sherlock, and Don Sohn Brieani, and the like Num- 
ber of Troops as the Day betore, without including a 
Company of Grenadiers, 500 difmounted Dragoons, 
and one Company of Carabiniers, defign’d to repulfe 
the Sallies which the Befieged might make. The Work 
of the Sap was continu’d with 25 Sappers, one Lieute- 
nant, one Serjeant, and 250 Workmen, 80 te carry Ga- 
bions (Baskets fill’d with Earth) from the Park of Ar- 
tillery, to the Sea on the Eaft Side, and the others to 
carry the Fafcines and Stakes, as alfo the Shovels and 
Mattocks, which were diftributed among the 25 Sappers, 
to finifh the Parallel with Gabions ; 150 Workmen 
were employ’d to ftrengthen the Way of Communica- 
tions that was overflow’d ; and the 100 others to deeper 
and cleanfe the Communication on the Right, by be- 
ginning at the Mill Tower, and going forward from 
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thence, the Troops of the Trenches bringing the Fa- 
fcines and the Stakes, to repair the Damage caufed by 
the Rains that had fallen in great Abundance. The 
Mine was carry’d on three Fathoms and two Foot in 
the Rock, though it is very hard. The Provincial 
Commiffary Don Mark Peliza had that Day the Mis- 
fortune to be wounded by the Splinter of a Bomb, and 
two Soldiers were likewife wounded. 

In the Night between the 15th and 16th, the Tren- 
ches were reliev’d by the Lieutenant-General Count de 
Glimes, the Major-General Don ‘ferome de Solis, the 
Brigadier Baron de Cerretani, the Colonels Don Francis 
La Motte, and Don Sfohn Vander-Veken, with the fame 
Number of Troops and Companies of Grenadiers, Dra- 
goons, and Carabineers as the Day before, and 50 Horfe 
to fupport them in Cafe the Garrifon fhould make a 
Sally. Of the 750 Workmen, 500 were employ’d to 
drain the Water out of, and to perfeét the Parallel of 
the Communication that reaches from the Battery of the 
Provincial Lieutenant Don Francis Baldafor, to the 
Cantarilla, where the Gallows ftands; and 600 other 
Workmen began to raife a new Battery at the faid Gal- 
lows, under the Direftion of the Provincial Lieutenant 
Don Auftin Braus, that Poft being within Musket Shot 
of the Land-gate of the Town; and 150 other Work- 
men were commanded to perfect the Battery which is 
to batter the old Mole. It was vifible, that the conti- 
nual Fire from our great Battery had wrought a won- 
derful Effest, fince it filenced the Fire of the Intrench- 
ments below the Fort of Queen Anne, and very much 
damaged the Embrazures and Battlements of the Cur- 
tain of the Land-gate and of the Bulwark of St. Pau/. 
That Day we had only two kill’d, and four Soldiers and 
two Workmen wounded. 

In the Night between the 16th and 17th, the Tren- 
ches were reliev’d by the Lieutenant-General Count de 
Montemar, the Major-General Marquefs de Montreal, 
the Brigadier Chevalier de Sague, the Colonels Don 
Lewis Mavoni, and Don Fofeph de Smet, with the fame 
Number of Troops ; and the Poft of the Battery of the 
Mill was reliev’d by a Company of Grenadiers, 50 
Dragoons of the Regiment of France, and 40 Carabi- 
neers; and 50 Horfe, who took Poft at the Battery of 
Teffe, to fupport the Carabineers. Of 1325 Workmen, 
525 were order’d to repaic the great Damage that had 
been caus’d by the Waters in the Trenches, and 7 ates 
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Lines of Communication, and the remaining 800 to 
continue the Work of the Battery at the Gallows, trom 
whence they carry’d on the Work of the Sap towards 
the Sea on the Weft, which is to be advanc’d as far as 
poffible, to place a Poft of Grenadiers at the Head, and 
to cover the Battery. This Fire from our great Battery 
muft have caufed this Day great Damage to the Fort of 
Queen Anne ; for befides having difmounted fome of the 
Enemies Cannon, ’twas feen that one fingle Cannon 
Ball, thot from the faid Battery, kill’d four of the Ene- 
mies Men in the Intrenchments they have beneath the 
faid Fort. A Cannon fir’d from the Town, loaded with 
old Nails and bits of Iron, upon our Battery which is 
to batter the Mole, wounded Don, Anthony Galen, Com- 
miffary of our Artillery, befides whom we had alfo fix 
Soldiers wounded, four of them dangeroufly, two of 
them having had their Legs fhatter’d with Cannon Balls. 
Two Deferters, Frenchmen, who had ferv'd in the Eng- 
lih Troops, came this Day and furrender’d themfel ves 
to ours, and report, that the Captain of the Artilery of 
the Place, had been kill’d by a Cannon Bal! thot from 
one of our Batteries; and that the Commander in Chief 
of the Artillery was dangeroufly wounded by the Splin- 
ter of a Bomb ; fo that our Batteries fire with much 
Succefs. 

In the Night between the 17th and 18th, Lieutenant- 
General Don Francis Ribadeo, the Duke of Caftro Pizgna- 
no, Major-General, the Marqucfs de Bay, Brigadier, the 
Colonels Don Alexander Brias, and Don John Mella, 
mounted the Trenches with 1250 Men, including feven 
Companies of Grenadiers, and with a Guard of 50 Dra« 
goons, and 100 Horfe : The Works of the Sap were car- 
ry’d ony 300 Workmen were employ’d to perfect the 
Battery defign’d to play on the old Mole; and 500 on 
that which is near the Gallows. Don Sohn d’Heredia, 
Aid-de-Camp to the Count de Montemar, Lieutenant- 
General, was dangeroufly wounded at the firft of thofe 
two Batteries, where three Soldiers were kill’d, and 
nine Workmen were wounded. The Count de las Torres 
having that Day recefiv’d the News of the Arrival of 
the Fleet from New Spain, drew up his Infantry in Bat- 
talia at the Head of the Camp, and made three general 
Salvo’s of all his Artillery, to which the Infantry an- 
fwer’d by as many Difcharges of their Fire-Arms. 

In the Night between the 18th and rgth, the Tren- 
ches were mounted by the Marques d’Aloncher, Licu- 
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tenant-General, the Count d’Ayde, Major-General, the 
Brigadier Don Lucas Patinho, the Colonels Don Lewis 
de Crequi, and Don John Francis d’Orcafites, at the Head 
of 1662 Men,.800 Workmen, and a Guard of Horfe: 
We continu’d to work on the Ratteries Jaft mention’d ; 
and that which batters the old Mole began to fire at 
Break of Day. We had that Day five Men kill’d, and 
eight wounded. 

In the Night between the roth and 20th, the Tren- 
ches were reliev’d by the Count de Glimes, Lieutenant- 
General, Don Rodrigo Peralta, Major-General, the Bri- 
gidier Don Andrew d’Affiitto, the Colonels Don Aldert- 
Francis de Bie, and the Baron of St. Yynon, the fame 
Number of Troops as the preceding Night, and 700 
Workmen, 300 of whom wete employ’d en the Battery 
near the Gallows; 150 to raife Merlons (a Part of a 
Parapet, in Fortification between two Portholes) before 
that commanded by Colonel Baltafer, to cover it from 
the Fire of the English Battery of Queen Anne, which 
kill’d there a great many Men 3 50 others were em- 
ploy’d by Count Mariani, to finith the Battery of fix 
Mortars, which is before Coloncl Balbazer’s Battery of 
Cannon ; and the remaining 2co to line with Stone the 
Lines of Communication of that Battery, the 2d Para- 
pet which covers it, and the Line we have begun to 
defend the new Battery of Don Auftin Braus. The 
Attacks could not Be more advanced, becaufe thofe 
that are neareft the Town, have been overflow’d by the 
continual Rains we have had for 15 Days. 

In the Night between the zoth and a1ft, the Count 
de Montemar, Lieutenant-General, the Count de Zueve- 
ghen, Major-General, the Brigadier Don Francis Camillo, 
the Colonels Don ‘fohn-Arthony de Urnedal, and Don 
George Pacheco, reliev’d the Trenches with a like Num- 
ber of Troops, and 900 Workmen ; the’ Battery near 
the Gallows was much advanc’d, and will foon be 
brought to Perfeftion, the Troops there being much 
gaul’d by the Fire from the Place. We work’d to re- 
pair the Battery defirn’d to batter the old Mole, which 
was entirely ruin’d the Day before; and we made 
Shelters with Planks to cover the Workmen. from the 
fmill Shot of the Brefieged. This Day. our great Bat- 
tery demolifh’d fome of the Merlons of the Curtain of 
the !.anJ-gate: Fhree Mortirs were added to a Battery 
where there ~were onl» four; and we had two Soldiers 
kill’d, and ten wounded : 
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In the Night between the 21ft and 22d, the Trenches 
were reliev’d by the Lieutenant-General Don Francis 
Ribadeo, the Major-General Don ‘Ferome de Solis, the 
Brigadier Don ‘Fohn-Baptif? Gages, the Colonels Don 
Charles de Cufac, and Don Francis Rolex, at the Head of 
1650 Soldiers, 220 Troopers, and 882 Workmen: All 
they did was to cleanfe the Trenches, and perfect the 
Communications : Don Yohn Vela Cara/co, Captain of 
Grenadiers, was wounded, and feveral Soldiers kill’d. 

In the Night between the 22d and 23d, the Count de 
Glimes, Lieutenant-General, the Marquefs de Montreal, 
Major-General, the Baron de Ceretani, Brigadier, the 
Chevalier de Lancy, Colonel, and the Colenel Don ‘John 
de Urbina, mounted the Trenches with 1250 Men, in- 
cluding feven Companies of Grenadiers, and a Guard of 
50 Dragoons, 40 Carabiniers, and 50 Horfe. We work’d 
to perfect the Battery near the Gallows, to repair that 
which is to batter the old Mole,and to deepen the Line of 
Communication which is before the great Battery : The 
Ground was mark’d out on which it had been refolv’d 
to raife three more Patteries ; the two firft of which, 
are to be on the Right and on the Left of the great Bat- 
tery, and the other adjoining to that near the Gallows ; 
the two firft are defign’d to batter the old Mole, and the 
other the Curtain of the Land-gate: The Befiegers loit 
that Day three Grenadiers, and had five Men wounded. 
A Part of the Englifh Squadron which had been cruifing 
agi Cape St.Vincent, return'd that Day into the 

ay. 

In the Night between the 23th and 24th, the Tren- 
ches were reliev’d by the Count de Montemar, Lieute- 
nant-General, the Duke of Cafiro Pignanu, Major-Gene- 
ral, the Chevalier de Sayve, Brigadier, the Colonels Don 
Andrew de Burgos, and Don Anthony d’Yrufta, at the 
Head of 1664 Men, and 1100 Workmen: They per- 
feted the Lines of Communication of the Battery near 
the Gallows, and of that of Don Francis Balbafer. Don 
Manuel Tonnon, Sub-Lieutenant of Grenadiers, was 
kill’d there, with four Soldiers, and twelve others were 
wounded, , 

In the Night between the 24th and 25th, the Tren- 
ches were mounted by the Lieutenant-General Don 
Francis de Ribadeo, the Count d’Ayde, Major-General, 
the Marquefs de Bay, Brigadier, the Colonels Don Lewis 
Millon, and Don Fa/per de la Torre, with a like Num- 
ber of Troops’ as the Night before, and by 1300 Work- 
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men. They began to get ready the Ground defign’d for 
the new Bxtteries, and feven Men were wounded. 

In the Night between the 25th and 26th, the Trenches 
were reliev'd by the Count de Glimes, Lieutenant-Ge- 
neral, Don Rodrigo Peralta, Major-General, the Briga- 
dier Don Lucas Patinko, and the Colonels Don “fofeph de 
Leon-y-Luna and Don Petcr Facardo, at the Head of 
1675 Men, and 1100 Workmen. They began to line 
with Fafcines the new. Communication from the Sea on 
the Eaft to that on the Weft, which leads to the Battery 
by the Gallows: Men were alfo fet to work on the 
three new Batteries mentioned in our laft, and to repair 
the others, to which the Fire from the Town had done 
much Damage: Upon thefe laft 800 Workmen were 
employ’d, 140f whom were kill’d and 15 wounded. In 
the Morning at Breakof Day, two Engli/h Men of War 
and one Fregate came into the Eaftward Sea, and caft 
Anchor before the Tower de /a Chaullera, from whence 
they cannonaded the Barks that were bringing Fafcines 
tothe Camp; and it being apprehended that the Eng- 
lifh would make a Defcent there, and poffefs themfel ves 
of that Poft, from whence they might fet fire to the 
Magazine of Fafcines and Gabions which is in the River 
of Guadiano, two Companies of Gsenadiers and a De- 
tachment of Horfe were fent thither: Towards the E- 
vening feveral Vefiels Jaden with Corn and Straw ar- 
rived at Algeziras, who had been fet upon by fome 
Englifh Shallops, whom the faid Spani/h Barks obliged to 
retire. 

In the Night between the 26th and 27th, the Count 
de Montema, Lieutenant-Gencral, the Count de Zueveghen, 
Major-General, the Brigadier Don Andrew Afflitto, the 
Colonels Don Peter Maurin and the Baron de Haen 
mounted the Trenches, with the like Number of 
Troops and Workmen as the Night before ; they con- 
tinued to work on the Ereétion of the three new Bit- 
teries ; to put that of Don Francis Balbafor in a Condi- 
tion to fire againft the Old Mole, and to repair fome 
others: That Day four Men were kill’d and nine wound- 
ed. Towards Night the Englifh Squadron, which is 
compofed of 26 Veifels, as well great as fmall, placed 
itfelf at the Entrance of the Streight of the Bay towards 
the Weft. 

In the Night between the 27th and 28th, the Trenches 
were relieved bv Lieutenant-General Don Francis Riba- 
deo, by Don Jerome de Solis, Major-General, by Don 
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Fohn-Baptift Gages, Brigadier, and by the Colonels Don 
Anthony Salar and Don Francis Wamalle, at the Head of 
alike Number of Troops and Workmen. The Count 
de las Torres gave that Day the feveral Orders for the 
Defence and Security of the Trenches and Batteries a- 
gainft the Sallies which the Befieged might make, and 
he caufed to be publifhed in the Camp a general Pro- 
hibition to write any Thing into Foreign Countries 
concerning the Succefs of the Siege: The Conteftation 
which had happened between the Captain-General, and 
the Count de Montemar, and the Count de Verboon, Ingi- 
neer General, made it believed that the laft of them would 
have been fent for to Court to anfwer for his Conduét : 
But it was reported the fame Day in the Trenches, that 
he had Orders to continue at the Siege and command the 
Ingineers, as he has hitherto done: That Day the two 
Batteries near the Gallows were carry’d on, and that of 
Don Francis Balbazor was almoft entirely repair’d. 

In the Night between the 28th and 29th, the Count 
de Glimes, Lieutenant-General, the Marquefs de Mont- 
veal, Major-General, the Baron de Ceretani, Brigadier, 
the Marquefs de Bonamour, and Den Peter d’ Avila, Co- 
lonels, mounted the Trenches with the fame Number of 
Troops and Workmen: The Works of the preceding 
Night were continued, on which 950 Workmen were 
employed: They repaired the Line of Communication 
which extends from the Right of Count Mariani’s Bat- 
tery to that of the Mill: They fortify’d the Poft of the 
Grenadiers which is near the Battery of the Mortars; 
they repair’d the Communication with the Battery that 
is near the Gallows: They open’d a Trench before 
the Reverfe of that Line, to render the Attack of it 
the more dificult: They raifed that Reverfe, and 
ftrengthen’d the Earth they had ufed for that Purpofe, 
with Stakes, Fafcines and Gabions: The Fire from the 
Town was very brisk, and the Befiegers had four Men 
killed and feveral wounded. 

In the Night between the 29th and 30th, the Trenchea 
were relieved by the Count de Montemar, Lieutenant- 
General, the Duke de Caftro Pinano, Major-General, the 
Chevalier de Sayve, Brigadier, and the Colonels Don 
William Lacy, and Don Charles Nideriff; 1200 Work- 
men were employ’d in building the new Batteries, in 
repairing the Line of Communication of the Battery 
near the Gallows : They made an End of fortifying the 
Poft of the Grenadiers, and they repaired fome Reverfes 
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that were beaten down. This Day nine Men were 
killed and eighteen wounded, among whom was a Cap- 
tain of the Regiment of Lacomerie. 

In the Night between the 30th and 31ft, Don Thomas 
Yiiafques, Lieutenant General, the Count d’Ayde, Ma- 
jor-General, the Marquefs de Bay, Brigadier, the Co. 
Jonels Don ‘Jacob de la Lande, and Don Michael Roncali, 
mounted the Trenches; 600 Workmen were employed 
in the new Batteries, and 4oo, commanded by the En. 
gineer Don Andrew-George Sohr, perfefted the Commu- 
nication of the Battery near the Gallows, the Poft of the 
Grenadiers, and the Communication with the Battery 
of Count Mariani. This Day feventeen Men were kil- 
Jed and fix wounded. The Defertion grows confidera- 
ble, and the Number of the Troops employed in the 
Siege diminifhing by Sicknefs, fome freth Forces are 
coming from Malaga, to eafe thofe of the Camp, who 
are extreamly fatigu’d. The Befieged have not yet made 
any Sally, becaufe the continual Ruins having hinder’d 
the advancing of the Works, they thought their Artil- 
Jery would be fufficient to check the firit Progrefs of 
the Befiegers: We have difmounted only three Pieces of 
their Cannon fince our Batteries have been playing 
again{t the Curtain; and fome Deferters from the Place 
report, that they have not yet had above twelve o1 fif- 
teen Men killed. 

In the Night between the 31ft of March and the rf 
of April, Lieutenant-General Don Francis Ribadeo, the 
Major-General Don Rodrigo de Peralta, and the Briga- 
deer Don Andrew @ Afflitto mounted the Trenches, with 
the Colonels Don Francis Richeri, and Don Peter Sher- 
lock, and the other neceffary Officers and the Number of 
Troops and Workmen. They work’d to perfe&t the Pa- 
rallel which leads from the Battery near the Gallows to 
that commanded by Don phn de Mayora, and to repair 
the Damage that the Rain had done to the Communi- 
cations, and to go on with the building of the Batteries. 
Twelve Companies of Grenadiers, under the Command 
of Don Luke Patinho, Brigadier-General, were pofled to 
execute, together with a Troop of Carabineers, and 100 
other Horfe, the Orders that were given them in Cafe 
the Garrifon fhould have made a Sally. This Day we 
had twelve Soldiers and Workmen killed, and feventecn 
wounded. 

In the Night between the 1ft and 2d, the Trenches 
were relieved by the Count de Glimes, Lieutenant-Ge- 
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neral, the Count de Zsxeveghem, Major-General, Don 
Francis Carryl, Brigadier, Don Fraxcis de Mota and John 
Clete vander Veken,. Colonels, and other Officers, with 
the fame Number of Troops and Workmen as the Day 
before. They work’d on the Batteries, and to repair 








' that of Don Francis Balbafor, and on the Communica- 


tions and Potts. of the Trenches that had been damaged. 
This Day we had fourteen Workmen wounded, and five 
killed. 

In the Night between the zd and 3d, the Count de 
Montemar, Lieutenant-General, relieved the Trenches, 
with Don Jerome de Solis, Major-Gentral, Don ‘fohn 
Baptift Gages, Brigadier, Don Lewis Mahoni and Don 
Jofeph de Smet, Colonels, and the ufual Number of Off- 
cets, with the like Number of Troops and Workmen as 
the preceding Day. They work’d on the Conftruttion of 
the Batteries, and to repair the Ruins of the Communi- 
cations, and thofe of the Trenches, caufed by the conti- 
nual Rains and by the high Winds "that we have had for 
three Days paft, and that have confiderably hinder'd the 
Advance of the Works: And notwithf{tanding the great 
Fire which the Befieged made without ce:fing, we had 
this Day only four Men killed and five wounded. 

On the 4th the Trenches were mounted by the Lieu- 
tenant General Don Thomas Ydiafquex, the Major-Ge- 
neral the Marquefs de Montreal, the Baron de Cerretani, 
Brigadier, the Colonels Don Alexander Krias and Don 


John Malla, ,with the fame Number of Troops and 


Workmen as the jormer Nights. We had that Day fo 
violent a Storm, arid there fell fo great a Quantity of 


-Rain, that the Lines were entirely ufelefs, and the 


Officers who mcunted the Trenches the Night before, 
could not get into them till towards Four in the Even- 
ing; almoft all the Reverfes, and fome of the flrong 
Places of the Batteries, were carry’d away by the Tor 
rents that fell from the Mountains on the Left. The 
Befieged, notwithftanding the Rain, fired without cea 
fing. The Colonel Don ” Auftin Braus was wounded ia 
the Head with a Shot from a Musket, and not being 
able to command any longer at the Battery near the 
Gallows, which now confifts of 22 Cannons, he was 
relieved the fame Day bv Dun Michaei de Torto/a, Pi 
vincial Commiffary of the Artillery. Towards the E- 
vening fome Soldiers were killed and four wounded. 

On the 5th, Lieutenant-General Don Francis Ri’ ideo, 
Major-General the Duke of Cuffro Pinano, the @heva- 
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lier de Sayve, Brigadier, the Colonels Horcafitas and 
Don AMert-Francis de Bie, mounted the Trenches. They 
work’d all Night to repair the Batteries: Eleven hun- 
dred Men wereemploy’d on that of Don Francis Balba- 
for. The Trenches were clear’d of the Water, and at 
Break of Day a Serjeant was killed and three-Soldiers 
wounded. 

On the 6th, the Trenches were relieved by the Count 
de Glimes, Lieutenant-General, the Count @’Ayde, Ma- 
jor-General, the Marquefs de Bay, Brigadier, and the 
Colonels Don ‘fohn-Authony d’Ornedal and Don Adrian 
Santinon ; the advanced Pofts were drain’d of the Water 
and reinforced. There was kill’d that Day an Enfign 
of a Swi/s Regiment, a Serjeant, and twelve Soldiers. 

On the 7th, the Trenches were mounted by the 
Count de Montemar, Lieutenant-General, Don Rodrigo 
Peralta, Major-General, the Brigadier Don Andrew de 
Affiitto, andthe Colonels Don George Pacheco and Don 
Charles Cufac. They continued to drain the Waters; 
they raifed the Reverfes of fome Parallels, raifed Ban- 
quettes to them ; and four Workmen were killed and 
five wounded. The fame Day in the Morning there 
came into the Bay feven Men of War of Vice-Admiral 
Wager’s Squadron, with five Tranfport-Veifels that 
came from Cape St. Vincent, where they left off crui- 
fing, as foon as they were inform’d that the Veffels of 
the Fleet from New Spain were come into the Ports of 
this Kingdom : They landed the Troops that were de- 
fign’d to reinforce the Place, with the Provifions and 
Ammunition of War they had taken in at Port/mouth. 

On the 8th, Don Thomas Idiafquex, Lieutenant-Gene- 
ral, the Count de Zuevegen, Major-General, the Briga- 
dier Don Francis Camillo, the Chevalier de Launey, and 
Don ohn d’Urbina, Colonels, mounted the Trenches. 
They made a Banquette to the Parallel that extends from 
the Battery of the Gallows to that on the Right, which 
is of fix Cannons: They continu’d to drain the Waters 
of the other Trenches on the Right and Left : Four 
Men were kill’d, and three wounded. 

On the oth, the Trenches were reliev’d by Lieute- 
nant-Genera) Don Francis Ribadeo, Major-General Don 
‘Jerome de Solis, the Brigadier Don ‘John-Baptift Gages, 
and the Colonels Don Andrew de Burges, and Don An- 
thony d’Yrufia. 500 Workmen were employ’d to fortify 
the great Battery near the Gallows ; 450 to repair that 
of Don Francis Balbazer, and 109 on that of the Mor- 

tars,

tars, which is commanded by the Provincial Commit 
fary Don Mark-Antiony Pelliza. This Day four Men 
were kill’d and ten wounded. 

On the 10th, the Count de Glimes, Lieutenant-Gene- 
ral, the Marquefs de Montreal, Major-General, and the 
Baron de Cerretani, Brigadier, reliev’d the Trenches 
with the Colonels Don Lewis Millan, and Don Fa/per 
de la Torre : 950 Workmen were employ’d to repair the 
Battery of the Mortars ; 200 to make anew the Re- 
verfe; and the Troops to reinforce the advanc’d Pofts. 
Don Fofeph Caron, Captain of the Gunners, who had 
the Command of the Battery of four Cannon near that 
of the Gallows, was kill’d by a Cannon Bal! from the 
Town: Don Fohn Chapelas, Commiffary of the Artil- 
lery, was dangeroufly wounded by a Musket-Shot : A. 
Serjeant and eight Soldiers were kill’d, and eleven 
wounded. 

On the tith, the Trenches were mounted by the 
Count de Montemar, Lieutenant-Generai, the Duke of 
aftro Pinano, Major-General, the Chevalier de Sayve, 
Brigadier, the Colonels Don ‘fohn-Fofeph de Leon-y-Luna, 
and Don Peter Facardo : They open’d a Line of Com- 
tnunication from the Battery of the Gallows to the Sap, 
the Reverfe of which they ftrengthen’d with Stakes, 
Fafcines and Gabions : The Troops of the Trenches co- 
ver’d themfelves better than they were, that they 
might not lie fo open to the Fire from the Town. 
This Day three Men were kill’d and fix wounded. 

On the 12th Don Thomas Idia/ques, Lieutenant-Gene- 
ral, relieved the Trenches, with the Count d’Aydie, 
Major-General, the Marquefs de Baye, Brigadier, Dan 
Peter St. Maurin, and the Baron de Haen, Colonels: We 
finifh’d the Paffage of the Communication on the Left 
from Count Mariani’s Battery to that which is more 
advanc’d ; and we carry’d on the inward Lining of the 
Communication of the Sap on the Right: We work’d 
likewife to repair the Batteries, the Trenches, and the 
Communications, to put them ina better State of De- 
fence, and to cover them from being annoy’d by the 
Enemy, who made this Day a terrible Fire, efpecially 
of their Mortars, from which they threw from thirty 
to tifty Bombs at a Time ; neverthclefs we had but one 
Serjeant and four Soldiers killed, and five wounded. 

On the 13th, Don Francis Ribadeo, Lieutenant-Ge- 
heral, mounted the Trenches, with Don Rodrigo de Pe- 
talta, Major-General, Don Andrew d’/fflitto, Brigadier, 
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Don Anthony de Sales, and Don Francis van Male, Colo- 
nels, befides 850 Workmen who were employ’d in re- 
pairing the Batteries, and 150 more to perfeét the Sap, 
and the Communications before the Battery of Count 
Mariani, and behind that of the Gallows. We had two 
Men kill’d, and three wounded. 

On the 14th, the Trenches were mounted by the 
Count de Glimes, Lieutenant-General, the Count de Zue- 
meghen, Major-General, Don ‘fohn-Baptift Gages, Briga- 
dier, Don Lewis Bunamour and Don Peter Davilag Co- 
Jonels, with the fame Number of Troeps as the Day 
before. Theycontinued to perfect the Gommunications, 
and to repair the Batteries and Trenches, without any 
Lofs but of two Soldiers killed, and five wounded. 

On the 1sth, the Trenches were relieved by the 
Count de Montemar, Lieutenant-General, Don Ferome de 
Solis, Major-General, the Baron de Cerretani, Brigadier, 
Den Wiliam Laty, and Don Charles Niderift, Colonels, 
The Fire made this Day by the Enemy was not fo 
brisk as ufual, and we had but one Soldier killed, and 
five wounded. 

On the 16th, the Trenches were mounted by Lieute. 
nant-General Don Themas Idia/ques, the Marquefs de 
Montreal, Major-General, the Chevalier de Sayve, Bri- 
gadier, the Colonels Don Raymond Bourk, and Don Peter 
Fidalgo, with the fame Number of Troops and Work- 
men as the preceding Days. They perfected the Com- 
munication of the great Battery near the Gallows to the 
Sea on the Eaft, that of the Battery of fix Cannon, and 
the retrench’d Poft of theGranadiers. This Day three 
were killed and two wounded. 

In the Night between the 16thand 17th, the Trenches 
were relieved by Lieutenant-General Don Francis Ri- 
badeo, the Duke of Caftro-Piano, Major-General, the 
Marquefs de Bay, Brigadier, the Colonels Don facob de 
la Lande, and Don Michael Roncali. They werk’d to per- 
fe&t the Line on the Left, which goes to the Tower of 
St. Peter, and that which piffes before the Battery com- 
manded by Count Mariani. They finifh’d the Draining 
of the Waters out of the Line leading to the Battery of 
the Gallows, to which they madea raifed Way. Don 
Peter Louifa, Sub-Lieutenant of Granadiers in the Regi- 
ment of Spanifh Guards, was kill’d this Day, with two 
Soldiers, and five others were wounded,

: can Mark Frecker, Efq; Thomas Eyres, Efg; (Secondary to 
the King’s Remembracer) Anthony Crachrode, Efg; and 
Mr. Nicholas Paxton, were order’d to attend the next 
Day the Committee of the whole Houfe, to whom the 
Petition af George Townfend, jun. Efg; Qs. was referr’d. 
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Then upon a Petition of the Court of Direftors of the 
South-Sea Company, a Bill was order’d to be brought 
in, To enable the Governor and Company of Merchants trad- 
ing to the South-Seas, to take in Negroes, wita the Cone 
fent of the Eatt-India Company within their Limits of Trade, 
and to deliver the fame at Bucnos-Ayres. 

Accordingly the next Day Mr. Rudge having pre- 
fented fuch a Bill to the Houfe, the fame was received 
and read ; but by Leave of the Houfe was withdrawn : 
The Call of the Houfe, which was appointed fer that 
Day, was put off till Thurfday the 9th Day of March 
next. After which, in a Committee of the whole 
Houfe, they examin’d the Allegations of ‘the Petition 
of the late Commiffioners for Licenfing Hawkers and 
Pedlars, and alfo the Papers annex’d to it, and likewife 
call’d in and examin’d feveral of the Perfons order’d by 
the Houfe to attend the faid Committee, and came to 
feveral Refolutions, the Report whereof was put off till 
that Day Sev’night. This Examination lafted till about 
eight of the Clock in the Evening, and upon this Oc- 
cafion verv fevere Refle&tions were made on the Neglect 
and Joofe Management of his Majefty’s Revenues. 

On the 2d of March, Mr. Pelham reported the Amend- 
ments made in the Grand Committee to the Bill for 
purifhing Mutiny ant Defertion, &c. which being agrecd 
to, the faid Bill was order’d to be engrofs’d. Then the 
Houfe procceded to take into Confideration the Report 
of the Truttees for the South-Sea Company 3 and a Bill 
was order’d to be brought in for enlarging the Time for 
hearing and determining Claims by the Truftees for raifing 
Meney upon tie Eftates of the late Direftors of the South- 
Sea Company, and others, &c. The fame Day, and in- 
deed, during this whole Sefion, feveral Petitions were 
read, and divers Bills were order’d to be brought in 
and pafs’d, relating to repairing and amending of Roads 
and Highways; draining of Fens, and making Rivers 
navigable; of which it were tedious to take particular 
Notice. 

The next Day upon the Report from the Committee, 
to whom the Petition of the Company of Silk Throwers 
had been referr’d, the Commons order’d a Bill to be 
brought in, for the effettual preventing the Importation of 
foreign thrown Silks, known by the Name of 34 Bolognia, 
2d Orfoy, and all Trams, into this Kingdom, from Italy, 
Milan, Naples, and Sicily, for the better employing the 
Poor, and preferving the Silk-Throwing Trade ia this 

: Kingdom. 
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Kingdom. Then the Houfe went into a Grand Commit- 
tee, to confider that Part of his Majefty’s Speech, re- 
lating to the difcharging the Nutional Debt, and came 
to feveral Refolutions, the Report whereof was put off 
till Tuefday the 7th, and thea adjourn’d to Monday 
the 6th. 

On this laft Day, upon the Report from the Com- 
mittee, to whom the Petition of the Company of Ar- 
mourers and Braziers of the City of London had been 
referr’d, a Bill was order’d to be brought in, to prevent 
Frauds and Abufes in the working up of Goods and Wares, 
made of iad and Brafs, within that Part of Great Bri- 
tain call’d England: After which, Sir Richard Hopkins 
prefented to the Houfe, a Rill for importing Salt from 
Europe into the Province of Penfilvania in Americas 
which was receiv’d, read the firft Time, and order’d to 
be read a fecond Time. Then, ina Grand Committee, 
the Commons went through the Bill to enforce the Laws 
for ee of Felons, and for preventing their Re- 
turn to Great Britain. 

On Tuefday the 7th cf March, Mr. Farrer reported 
from the Committee of the whole Houfe, to whom the 
Petition of George Townshend, jun. Montague Bacon, “John 
Atwood, and Sohn Burton, late Commiflioners for Li- 
cenfing Hawkers, &c. had been referr’d, the Refolu- 
tions they had dire&ted him to report, which were as 
follow, viz. 

I. That it appears to this Committee, That no Mo- 
ney was paid into his Majefty’s Exchequer on Account 
of the Duties upon Hawkers and Pedlars, during the 
Space of four Years, from Mid/ummer 1719, to Mid/um- 
mer 1723, except theSum of 15001. although the Com- 
miffioners for managing the faid Revenue, are required 
by A& of Parliament, to pay all the Money arifing by 
the faid Duties, into the Exchequer, once in every 
Week. 

II. That it appears to this Committee, That by Rea- 
fon of the loofe, carelefs, and negleétful Management 
of the late Commiffioners for the Duties upon Haw- 
kers and Pedlars, who were the Accomptants for the 
faid Revenue, there is a Deficiency of the Sum of 
36693 /. 135. 5d. over and above 6000/. which has 
been paid by the Securities of Thomas Tomkins, late Ca- 
fhier to the faid Commiffoners. 

The faid Refolutions, being feverally read a fecand 
Time, were, upon the Queftion feverally put there- 
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upon, agreed unto by the Houfe: After which, Sir 
illiam Wyndham made a fet, elaborate Speech, wherein, 
among other Things, he took Notice * Of the Negleét 
© of thefe who were a Check on the Managers of that 
* Branch of the publick Revenue; and who, therefore, 
* ought in Time to have call’d upon them, for the Mo. 
* neys that pafs’d through their Hands, according to 
© the DireStion of am A&t of Parliament. That it might 
© be faid, that they were even more Guilty than the 
© Commiffioners of Hawkers and Pedlars themfelves § 
“ fince they not only had connived, for four Years, at 
© the Imbezilement of the publick Money, but had, 
* for three Years more, negicéted to recover the fame, 
© and feem'd, at laff, to have encourag’d a Petition to 
* the Houfe, to have it remitted. And that the grant- 
© ing fuch a Petition, would be giving a Parliamentary 
© Sanéftion to fuch vile Pra€tices, and opening a wide 
© Door for the like Mifmanagements of the publick 
* Treafure.” He was feconded by Mr. William Pulteney, 
who fpoke with notable Vchemence againft the Negle& 
of the Cammiflioners of the Treafury, whofe Office and 
Duty it was, to have call’d the Petitioners to Account. 
Hereupon Sir Wiiliam Yonge, and fome other Gentle- 
men, endeavour'd to excufe the prefent Adminiftration, 
the failure of the Cathier of the Commiflioners of Haw- 
kers and Pedlars, which had eccafion’d the Deficiency 
in Queftion, having happen’d before their Time ; and 
the Multiplicity of arduous, important, and intricate 
Affairs that fell out fince, having fo taken up the At- 
tention of the Managers of the Treafury, that it was no 
Wonder if fo inconfiderable a Branch of the Revenue 
had efcaped their Notice, And to prevent a further 
canvaffing of that ungracious Bufinefs, moved, that the 
Petition of the late Commiflioners of Hawkers and 
Pedlars be reje&ted ; which was carry’d without divid- 
ing. Neverthelefs, fome Gentlemen of the oppofite 
Side, who defizn’d to lay the whole Blame at the Door 
of the Managers of the Treafury, came on again to the 
Charge with great Vivacity and Fiercenefs, and in- 
veigh'd againft the Audacioufnefs of fome Perfons, who 
by their corrupt Management, thought themfelves fo 
powerful and fecurc, as to dire to fcreen the greateft 
Offenders. Thefe Bolts being dircétly levell’d at a 
Gentlemin in a very high Station, fo nettled him to 
the Qtick, that he repell’d the Attack with equal Spi- 
rit and Vigour, and did not fpare reileRing on the 
Enty 
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. Envy and Rancour of fome Men, who made it their 


conftant Bufinefs, ‘to thwart and revile thofe who had 
* the Honour to have a Share in the Adminiftration, and 
* who, not fatisfy’d with fhewing their Malignity with- 
© inthofe Walls, thet likewife their Poifon in the Dark, 
¢ and fcatter’d it under Allegories in vile Libels.’ This 
occafion’d a warm Skirmifh between that Great Man, 
and another Gentleman of bright Parts, wherein fome 
Perfonalities efcap’d. them, not proper for Hiftory to 
relate, To put an End to this Altercation, the Cour- 
tiers call’d for the Order of the Day, and the Quettion 
being put upon it, was carry’d in the Affirmative, by 
a Majority of 248 Voices againft 124. 

Hercupon, Mr. Farrer reported the Refolutions from 
the Committee of the whole Houfe, to whom it was 
referr’d to confider of that Part of his Majefty’s Speech, 
which relates to the difcharging the National Debt, 
which were read and agreed unto by the Houfe, in 
Subftance as follows, viz. 

I. That towards leffening the Publick Debts and In- 
cumbrances, the Annuities, after the Rate of 4/. per 
Cent. per Ann. payable for certain Tallies of So/, firuck 
in purfuance of an A&t of Parliament of the third Year 
of his prefent Majefty’s Reign, and which are charged 
on the general Fund, and are a Joint-Stock of Annui- 
ties transferrable at the Bank of England, other than fuch 
of them as have been fubfcrib’d into the Capital Stock 
of the South Sea Company, be redeem’d and paid off. 

II. As alfo the Annuities after the Rate of 4/. per 
Cent. per Ann. payable for certain Army Debentures, 
certify’d before the 21ft Day of March, 1719, charged 
on the General Fund, and are a Joint-Stock of Annui- 
ties transferrable to the Bank of England, Gc. 

III. Item, The Annuities after the Rate of 4/. per Cent. 
per Ann, payable in refpe&t of the Sum of 500.000/. 
.charg’d on the aggregate Fund, and raifed for difchar- 
ging a like Sum of Exchequer Bills, created before the 
25th of December, 1716, which are a Joint-Stock of An- 
nuities, transferrable at the Bank of England. 

IV. That the Annuities, after the Rate of 4/. per 
Cent. per Ann. payable on the feveral ftanding Orders, 
made, or to be made, in refpett of the feveral Ariny 
Debentures, certify’d fince the 21ft Day of March, 1719, 
and charged on the General Fund, purfuant to the fe- 
veral Aéts of Parliament fer that Purpofe, be redeemed 
and paid off, 
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V. That the Monies arifen, or to arife, at the Exches 
quer, at or from Lady Day, 1727, for the Surpluffes, 
Exceffes, or Overplus Monies, commionly call’d the 
Sinking Fund, fhall (from and after the Difcharge of 
the feveral Debts or Incumbrances before dire&ted to be 
difcharged thereby) be from Time to Time iffued, ap- 
ply’d, and difpos’d of, in the firft Place, for the Re- 
demption and Payment off of the faid feveral Annuities 
transferable at the Bank of England, in entire Payments 
to each and every of them, and afterwards, for the Re- 
demption and Payment off of the faid Annuities con- 
tain’d in the faid Army-Debenture Orders, in the nume- 
rical Courfe in which they now ftand, upon the Regi-« 
fler thereof at the Exchequer, until all of them fhall be 
redeem’d and paid off. 

VI. That the principal Sum of 1032721. 105. to 
which the feveral Lottery Tickets return’d into, and 
remaining in the Exchequer, purfuant to an Aét of the 
i2th Year of his Majefty’s Reign, intituled in the 
Joint-Stock of Three Pounds per Cent. Annuities created 
by the faid A&t, beapply’d to difcharge the like princi- 
pal Sum, in the ftanding Orders made out for the Suf- 
ferers at Nevis and St. Chriftophers, as to fuch of them 
only as the Proprictors thereof fhall voluntarily defire 
to be fo difcharged. Then a Bill was order’d to be 
brought in upon the faid Refolutions ; as alfo order’d, 
That Mr. Speaker do, on or before the 25th Day of March 
1g27, fignify in Writing, to be left at the publick Of 
fice of the Governor and Company of the Bank of Eng- 
land, the feveral before-mentien’d Refolutions of this 
Houfe : And that likewife Mr. Speaker do, on or before 
the 29th of September 1727, fignify by Writing to be in- 
ferted in the London Gazette, and affixed on the Royal 
Exthange in London, the Refolution of this Houfe to re- 
deem and pay off the faid Annuities, contained in the 
frid ftanding Orders for Army Debentures, certify’d fince 
the 21ft Day of March, 1719. 

Here, before we proceed, it will be neceffary to 
make a Digreffion, and to acquaint the Reader, That on 
the 2d of March, M.de Palm, the Emperor’s Refident 
here, in an Audience he had of the King, deliver’d into 
the Hands of his Majefty, a Memorial in Latin, couch’d 
in a very indecent and injurious Stile, altogether unu- 
fual, and very unbecoming the Majefty of crown’d 





Heads ; and to add to the Indignity, the faid Memo-. 


rial was, the next Day, publicky difpers’d, and = 
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ted Copies of Tranflations of it, one in Engli/i, the other 
in French, {ent to feveral Members of both Houfes of 
Parliament, Aldermen of the City of London, and other 
Perfons, together with a Tranflation in the fame Lan- 
guages, of a Letter from the Count Sinzendorf, to M. 
de Palm, wherein the Refident was order’d, firft to prefent 
the faid Memorial to the King of Great Britain, and after- 
wards to publifh it to the whole Nation. 

This Appeal from a foreign Power to the People of 
Great Britain, againft their Jawful Sovereign, was fo 
unprecedented, and fo great an Infult upon the Crown 
of Great Britain, and on his Majefty’s Sacred Perfon, 
that it could not but be refented in the moft lively 
Manner ; and thereupon the Imperial Refident was re- 
quir’d forthwith to depart out of England: An Account 
of which was publifh’d in the London Gazette of Satur- 
day, March 4, 1726-7, as follows : 

Whitehall March 4. * This Day Mr. Inglis, Marthal 
© and Affiftant Mafter of the Ceremonies, in the Abfence 
* of Sir Clement Cotterel Mafter of the Ceremonies, went 
© by his Majefty’s Order to M.de Palm, the Emperor's 
* Refident, and acquainted him, that he haviag, in the 
© Audience he had of the King on Thurfday lait, deli- 
* ver’d into the Hands of his Majeftv a Memorial high- 
* ly injurious to his Majefty’s Honour, and the Digni- 
© ty of his Crown ; in which Memorial he has forgot 
* all Regard te Truth, and the Refpe& due to his Sacred 
© Majefty ; and the faid Memorial being alfo publickly 
© difpers’d next Morning in Print, together with a Let- 
* ter from the Count de Sinzendorff to him the faid 
© Palm, ftill more infolent and more injurious, if pof- 
* fible, than the Memorial ; his Majefty had thereupon 
© commanded him to declare to him the faid Refident 
© Palm, that his Majefty look’d upon him no longer asa 





‘t publick Minifter, and requir’d him forthwith to de- 


* part out of this Kingdom. 


The Memorial and the Letter above mention’d, are as 
follows : 
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TRANSLATION of the Memorial prefented in 
Latin to the King of Great Britain, by Mon/. de Palm, 
the Imperial Refident, upon the Speech which his Bri- 
tannick Majefty made to the two Houfes of his Parlia- 
ment, on the +2 of January, 1726-7. 


Moft Serene and Potent King, 


A\ S foon as the Speech nrade by your. Majefty to the | 


Parliament of @reat Britain now aifembled, came 
to the Knowledge of his Imperial and Catholick Maje- 
fty, my moft gracious Mafter ; he was flruck with the 
utmoft Aftenithment, that your Majefty could fuffer 
yourfelf to be prevail’d upon to declare from the. Royal 
Throne, to that moft renown’d Nation, in a Manner 
hitherto unheard of, as certain and undoubted Fats, 
feveral Things, fome of which are ftrain’d in that 
Speech to a wrong Senfe, fome are intirely diftant from 
the Intentions of his Imperial and Catholick Majefty ; 
and laftly, (which affe&t much more fenfibly than all 
the reft) fome Things abfolutely void of all Founda- 
tion. 

For as to what regards the Peace concluded at Vienna 
with the Moft Serene King of Spain, who can forbear 
being aftonifh’d, that this very Peace, which is built 
on the Quadruple Alliance fign’d at London, and other 
Treaties contra&ted with your Majefty, as its folid and 
fule Foundation ; and for the obtaining of which Peace, 
your Majefty, together with your Allies, waged fo 
bloody, fo long, and fo glorious a War, and took your 
felf fo.much Pains to procure, fhould now be alledged 
by your Majefty as a juft Ground of Complaint, and 
fhould be made ufe of as a Pretence for thefe Things, 
which hitherto your Minifiers have been doing in all 
Parts, to the great Detriment of the Emperor and the 
Empire, and the Publick Tranquillity, and fhould be 
reprefented by your Majefty to the Britifk Nation, with 


fo much Animofity againft the Emperor and King of 


Spain, as a Violation of Teaties. 

After complaining of the Peace made at Vienna, Com- 
plaint is likewife made of the Treaty of Commerce en- 
ter’d into with Spain, which is calculated to promote 
the mutual and lawful Advantages of the Subjefs of 
both Parties, which is agreeable to the Law of Nations, 
aad to the Cuftoms of all People in Amity with each 
other ; which can in no Refpett be of any sears 
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the Britifh Nation, whether we regard the Situation of 
the Countries, or the particular Nature of the Trade, and 
which is not in the leaft repugnant to the Treaties made 
with Great Britain. So that if this Treaty be confider’d 
with a Mind free from Prejudice, and from all Defign 
of inflaming the Nation, there will remain no Pretence 
to fay, that this Treaty can be grievous or hurtful to a 
.Nation for which his Imperial Majefty has the greateft Af- 
fe&tion and Efteem, and whofe glorious Exploits and im- 
portant Succours no Time will efface out of his Memory. 

The other Head of Complaint, which contains fuch 
Things as are void of all Foundation, relates principally 
to that imaginary Alliance which in the Speech is cal- 
led Offenfive, and is there fuppofed to have been made 
againft your Majefty, between the Emperor and King of 
Spain. But it will not only appear how groundlefs and 
frivolous this Suppofition is, from the Offer lately made 
by his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, of entering into 
a Convention; De fe mutuo non Offendendo, but will be 
entirely refuted by the Confideration of the Tenor of 
the Treaty of Alliance and Friendjhip itfelf made with the 
Crown of Spain, and communicated in its whole Extent 
to your Majefty when it was proper; from the Words 
of which, whether the Jeaft Shadow or Appearance of 
an Offenfive Alliance can be drawn, is fubmitted to the 
Judgment of the whole World. 

Another Part of the Complaint relates to the Secret 
Articles made in Favour of the Pretender, whereof your 
Majefty afferts that you have certain and undoubted In- 
formations, by which Articles it fhould have been agreed 
to fet the Pretender on the Throne of Great Britain. 
With what View, on what Motive, and to what Pur- 
pofe, thefe Informations, founded on the falfeft Reports, 
were reprefented to the People of Great Britain, is net 
only eaty to be underftood by his Imperial and Catho- 
Jick Majefty, but is obvious to the meaneft Capacity. 
But fince the inviolable Dignity and Honour of fuch 
Great Princes cannot fuffer that Affertions of this Na- 
ture, intirely unfupported by Truth, fhould be advan- 
ced from the Royal Throne to the whole Nation, and 
to all Mankind ; his Sacred Imperial and Catholick Ma- 
jefty has expreflly comminded me, that I fhould declare 
to your Majefty, and to the whole Kingdom of Great 
Britain, how highly he thinks Himfelf affronted therc- 
by, folemnly afirming, upon his Imperial Word, that 
there exifts no fecret Article nor Convention whatfoever, 
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which contains, or can tend to prove the leaft Tittle of 
what has been alledged. 

But that the fecret Defigns, which lie conceal’d under 
a Conduét "till this Time unheard of, may more mani- 
fefty appear, it muft be obferved, that the Time is pur- 
pofely taken for doing this, when a Negotiation is on 
Foot at Paris, for compofing the Differences which have 
arifen without any Fault of his Imperial and Catholick 
Majefty ; which Negotiation fuficiently fhews how 
much his Imperial and Catholick Majefty is at all Times 
inclined to Peace, and to the religious Obfervation of 
his Treaties. 

As to what is faid of Gidraltar, and concerning the 
Siege thereof, under which in the Speech it is infinuated, 
as if fome other Defign was concealed ; the Hoftilities 
notorioufly committed in the Indies and elfewhere, 
againft the King of Spain, in Violation of Treaties, 
feem to have given a very juft Oceafion to the King of 
Spain for attempting that Siege. But as to the Intentions 
and Engagements of the Emperor upon that Article, it 
is eafy to fce what they are, by the Treaty abovemen- 
tion’d, which has been communicated. 

As to what is faid in the laft Place, concerning the 
Oftend Trade, which the Goodnefs of the Catholick 
King induc’d him to Favour, (being bound by no Trea- 
ty) after he had been appriz’d of the juft Reafons for 
the Eftablifhment of it, various Expedients for a Com- 
pofition have been propofed, not only at the Hague, but 
even lately at Paris, left this harmlefs Method of pro- 
viding for the Security of the Barrier, fhould prove an 
Obftacle to the cammon Friendthip of Neighbouring 
Powers. 

Which Things being thus, the Injury offer’d to Truth, 
the Honour and Dignity of his Sacred Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty require, that they fhould be expofed 
to your Majefty, to the Kingdom of Great Britain, and 
to the whole World. Awd his Sacred Imperial Majefty 
demands that Reparation which is due to him by all 
manner of Right, for the great Injuries which have 
been done him hy thefe many Imputations. 
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A LETTER from the Count de Sinzendorf, Chancellor of 
the Court to his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, fent to 
Monf. de Palm, the Emperor’s Refident at the Court of 
Great Britain, dated from Vienna the 20th of Febru- 


ary, 1727. 


IS Imperial and Catholick Majefty judges it in- 

difpenfably neceffary, upon the Step which has 
been lately taken in the Country where you are, to fend 
you in the Difpatch here annex’d, a Memorial, which 
you are to prefent to the King of Great Britain, and to 
publith afterwards, that the whole Nation may be ac- 
quainted with it, whilft Anfwers are preparing to cer- 
tain Pamphlets publifh’d before the opening of the 
Parliament. ; 

It is eafy to fee that the Speech was made for no Pur- 
pofe, but to excite the Nation to a Rupture, and open 
War with the Emperor and Spain, and to make the Par- 
liament approve the precipitate and burthenfome Mea- 
fures which the Government has taken for private Ends, 
but too well known: That not only unwarrantable In- 
ferences and Pretences have been made ufe of, but that 
manifeft Falfhoods have been boldly advanced for in- 
difputable Faéts, a Proceeding never fecn before among 
Powers who ought to refpect each other, when in the 
moft flagrant Wars ; from whence it ought to be pre- 
fum’d, that the King, whofe Sacred Mouth ought to be 
an Oracle of Truth, muft have been himfelf abufed by 
the Suggeftions and falfe Reports of thofe, who have 
the Honour to poffefs his Confidence ; and who think it 
their Intereft to inflame, by thefe Means, both the 
Prince and the Nation, for their own private Views 
and Perfonal Prefervation, without any Regard to the 
Honour of the Majefty of the Throne, or to the Evils 
which may refult from hence to their own Country, and 
to all Eyrope. 

For thefe Purpofes they eftublifh a Foundation, and 
Jay down as a certain Faét, that there is a pofitive Ar- 
ticle inthe Treaty of Alliance between the Emperor 
and the King of Spain, to place the Pretender on the 
Throne of Great Britain, and to invade that Kingdom 
with open Force 3 and this they do. a few Davs after 
the Minifter Plenipotentiary of the Catholick King had, 
before his Departure from London, in a Memorial pre- 
feated in the Sacred Name of his Mafler, publickly and 
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in the moft authentick Manner, difavow’d thefe Impu- 
tations, which fufficiently prove the Emperor’s Difa- 
vowal of the fame, fince the pretended Article was 
equally imputed to the two Powers, and one of them 
could not have ftipulated any thing in the fame Trea- 
ty without the other. Befides-which, it is to be con- 
fider’d, that fix Months ago, upon the firft Reports 
of thefe falfe Suppofitions, the Emperor and King of 
Spain, in order to filence them, propofed a formal Aq, 
de non offendendo, into which all the Allies on_one Side 
and the other might enter, and which would effeétually 
have fecured the peaceable Poffeffions of each of the 
Powers contraéting, either in the Treaty of Vienna, or 
that of Hannover, ‘till fuch Time as it had been poffi- 
ble by one general Treaty to remove and quiet the Com- 
plaints of all Sides : But thefe Propofals were render’d 
ineffeftual, by the fame Views of thofe Perfons, who 
chofe rather to hinder the peaceable Effeéts of thefe jutt 
Defigns, by Attacks and open Hoftilities. 

It is further known, and it is even notorious by the 
folema Communication made to the King of Great Bri- 
tain, of the Treaty of Peace concluded at Vienna, be- 
tween the Emperor and King of Spain, that the Treaty 
of the Quadruple Alliance, made at London the 2d of 
Asuguft, 1718, has been laid down as the unalterable 
Bafis of their Peace ; and that all the Articles of this 
Quadruple Alliance are therein confirm’d and corrobora- 
ted, as if they had been inferted ariew: How then can 
it be fuppos’d, and even given out asa Matter of Faé, 
that by another Secret Treaty, fign’d on the fame Day, 
Conditions have been eftablifh’d, and Engagements ta- 
ken entirely repugnant to the fame ? 

Such a Thing cannot be advanc’d, without infulting 
and injuring, in the moft outrageous Manner, the Maje- 
{ty of the two contra&ting Powers, who have a Right to 
demand a fiznal Reparation and Satisfation proportioned 
to the Enormity of the Affront, which equally interefls 
sheir Honour, and that Faith which ought always to be 
refpefted among Sovereign Princes. 

But if thofe who endeavour to avail themfelves of 
fuch feign’d Recriminations, and to excufe themfelves 
from the Blame which their rafh and turbulent Mea- 
fures deferve, imagine that this unjuftifiable Condué& 
may at laft oblige the Emperor and King of Spain, to 
repel Force bv Force, and to deferid themfelves by all 
thofe Means which God has put into their Hands, from 
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the Mifchiefs with which thef are threaten’d, and from 
the Infults and Attacks which have been attually made 
ufe of againft. them, fo far that it has been even at- 
tempted to engage the Ottoman Porte in thefe unparallel!’d 
Defigns ; at leaft, ought they not to publith as antecedent 
Facts, thofe Things which they have Reafon to appre- 
hend may be the Confequence of a War, into which 
they will have forced thefe two Powers to enter in 
their own juft Defence ? 

The Emperor and King of Spain hope however 
from the Divine Goodnefs, and from the Wiféom of 
Perfons lefs prejudic’d, and lefs paffionate, that more 
mature and ferious Refleétions will be made, in order to 
reftore amicably the Publick Tranquillity, and to fave 
all Europe from the Misfortunes of a War, ftirr’d up by 
Motives fo trifling and groundlefs, which can tend to 
nothing but the Deftruction of the Subject, of his E- 
ftate, and of his Commerce. 

Their Majefties, the Emperor and the Kiag of Spain, 
ardently defire the Blefling of Peace, and to obferve 
their Treaties with all their Allies, with the ftriételt 
Fidelity: But asa mutual Contraét can fubfiit no loa- 
ger on one Side, than while it remains unbroken on 
the other ; the evil Confequences of a Rupture, if that 
fhould happen, ought to be imputed to thofe alone whe 
have been the Authors of thofe Infra€tions. 

I have the Emperor’s exprefs Order to write this to 
vou in his Name, that you may beable_to deftroy the 
Falfhoods and Calumnies which have been charged on 
the High Contra&@ting Parties of the Treaty of Vienni, 
who have no other Wiew but that of making Peace 
between themfelves, without hurting any one elfe.

This Affair having made a great Noife, and raifed a 
eral Indignation among his Majetty’s fa®hful Sub- 
e€ts, on Wednefday the 8th of March, the Lord Fitz- 
“williams took Notice of it in the Houfe of Commons, 
and moved, That an humble Addrefs be prefented to his 
Majefty, that he would be gracioufly pleafed to give 
DireGions, that the Memorial prefented to his Majetty 
on Thurfday kift, by Monfieur de Palm the Imperial 
Refident, ‘might be laid before the Houfe; and being 
feconded by Sir Gilbert Heathcote, the faid Addrefs was 

erdet’d to be prefented. 
After 
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After this, upon the Report made by Sir. Richard 
Hopkins, from the Committee to whom the Petition of 
the Company of Dyers of the City of London had been 
referr’d, a Bill was order’d to be brought in for prevent- 
ing Frauds and Abufes in the Dying Trade 3 and then Sir 
William Yonge prefented a Bill for the better Regulation 
of the Woollen Manufaéture, &c. which was receiv’d, read 
the firft, and order’d to be read the fecond Time. After 
this, in a Grand Committee on Ways and Means, the 





Commons came to the following Refolution, viz. That: 


the Sum of 14,935/. tos. 2d. remaining in the Re- 
ceipt of his Majefty’s Exchequer, on Arrears of former 
Land-Taxes, be apply’d towards raifing the Supply 
granted to his Majeity : Which being the next Day re- 
ported, was agreed to by the Houfe. The fame Day, 
Mr. Chocke, from the Exchequer, prefented to the Houfe 
an Account of all Exchequer Bills ftanding out at Chrift- 
mas, 1716, Oe. 

On Friday the roth, a Bill for applying the Produce of 
_ the Sinking Fund, to the redeeming of /undry Annuities, 
&c. was read the firft Time, and order’d to be read 4 
fecond Time: And then, in a Grand Committee, fome 
Progrefs was made in the Malt-Bill, to which feveral 
Claufes were added. The next Day,’ the Amendments 
made by the Committee of the whole Houfe, tu the 
Bill, to enforce the Laws for the Tranfportation of Felons, 
&c. being agreed to, the faid Bill was order’d to be 
engrofs’d. 

This Day, Sir Paul Methuen, by his Majefty’s Com- 
mand, laid a Copy of the above Memorial before the 
Houfe, together with the aboye .Tranflation of it, 
whereupon it was refolved to take the fame into Con- 
fideration the Monday next following. Accordingly 

On the 13th of March, the Commons gave Orders, 
that no Strangers fhould be admitted into their Houfe,

Thefe Gentlemen, with fome others that {poke, - 
greed’ in expreffing the higheft Indignation and Refent- 
ment at the Affront offer’d to his Majefty by the Me- 
moria! deliver’d by Monfieur de Palm; and, ina par- 
ticular Manner, at his Audacioufnefs in Printing and 
difperfing it throughout the Kingdom ; and very fevere 
Refle&tions were made on the ill Returns from his Im- 
perial Majefty to the great Obligations he had to Great 
Britain. They only differ’d, as tothe Manner of Word- 
ing their Cenfure upon fo extravagant an Infult upon 
his Majefty ; but at lait it was moved, and Re/alved, 
Nemine Contradicente, That an humble Addrefs be pre- 
fented to. his. Majefty, ‘ To exprefs the higheft Refent- 
* ment of this Houfe at the Affront and Indignity of- 
© fered to his moft facred Majefty, by the Memorial de- 
© fivered by Monfieur de Palm the Emperor's Refident, 
“and at his Infolence in Printing and Difperfing the 
‘ fame throughout the Kingdom : To declare their ut- 
© moft Abhorrence of this audacious Manner of Appeal- 
© ing to the People, againft his Majefty ; and their De- 
* tettation of the prefumptuous and vain Attempt, in

© in the Memorial in Queftion, was the peremptory and 
© pofitive Denial of any Offenfive Alliance between the 

Emperor and this Kingdom ; that in order to clear 

that important Matter, it was neceflary to know up- 

on what Grounds fuch an Alliance had been charged 

upon thofe two Potentates; and therefore he moved, 

to addrefs his Majefty that he would be gracioufly 

pleafed to order the Papers and Informations his Ma- 

jefty had received concerning that Affair to be laid 
© before them.” But this Motion was dropp’d, without 
either a Debate or Divifion, 

Tuefday, March iq, Monfieur de Palm’s Memorial 
being laid before the Houfe of Peers, a Motion was 
made to take the fame immediately into Confideration, 
upon which my Lord Lechmere faid, ‘ It was to him 
© Matter of Surprize, that a Memorial in which his 
© Majefty’s Honour, and the Dignity ef the Crown of 
© Great Britain were fo highly concerned, had not been 
© fooner laid before that Illuftrious Affembly, who ha- 
© ving the Prerogative of approaching neareft the 
© Throne, ought to refent, and, on all Occafions, heye 
© thewed themfelves ready to vindicate any Injuries and 
© Affronts that are offer’d to their Sovereign. That the 
© Affair now before them, was of a very nice Nature, 
* and no lefs Importance: That they ought.to proceed 
‘ in it with mature Deliberation, and therefore he 
© moved, to put off the Confideration of it at leaft till 
‘the next Day.” But this Debate was interrupted by 
@ Meffage brought by the Lord Harvey from the Com- 
mons, defiring a Conference with their Lordfhips upon a 
Matter of the higheft Importance to the Honour and Dig: 
nity of the Imperial Crown of Great Britain. | This Con: 
ference being readily agreed to by the Lords, and the 
Managers of both Houfes met in the Painted Chamber, 
thofe of the Commons, defired the Concurrence of the 
Lords to the Addrefs relating to M. de Palm’s Memorial, 
which had becn drawn up by their Committer, det 
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ted by the Lord Fitzwilliams, and agreed to; and the 
Managers for the Commons left the faid Addrefs wich 
the Lords, with other Papets rélating thereto. The 
next Day, March 15, at another Conference, the Ma- 
nagers for the Lords declared to thofe for the Com- 
mons, that their Lordfhips had agreed to the faid Ad- 
_drefs; whieh, on Tuefday the 16thof March, was, by 
both Houfts, prefented to the King, as follows :

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On Wednefday the 22d of March, the Bill to enable 
the South-Sea Company to take in Negroes, &c. was read 
the fecond Time, and committed to a Committee of 
the whole Houfe.

The next Day, Complaint being made to the Houfe, 
that feveral Poft-Letters dire&ted to Members of the 
Houfe had been intercepted, and taken out of the Boxes 
appointed for the fame at the Door of the Houfe: It 
was order’d, 1ft, That (to prevent the intercepting of 
Letters belonging to the Members of the Houfe for the 
future) the Berfon appointed to bring them from the 
General Poft-Office do conftantly attend two Hours, at 
the leaft, after the rifing of the Houfe, at the Place ap- 
pointed for the Delivery of the faid Letters, and take 
Care during his Stay there to deliver the fame to the 
feveral Members to whom they fhall be dire&ted, and 
no other.

On Monday the roth, Sir Charles Farnaby, Auditor

Fund, and how myech has been re-placed, arid how the 
fame has been re-placed to the Sinking Fund. After 
this, a Bill was ordered to be brought in, for allowing 
farther Time to Perfons on board the Fleet, or beyond the 
Seas in his Majefty’s Service, to qualify themfelves for the 
legal Enjoyment of Offices and Employments, and for in- 
. demnifying 
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demnifying fuch Perfons as have omitted to qualify them- 
felves within the limited Time : And then the Houfe went 
upon a grand Affair, which had been put off from Time 
to Time, upon Account of Mr. Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer’s being afflifted with a violent Fit of the Gout. 
But he being then prefent, after the Reading of the 
Order of the Day, for the Houfe to refolve into a Com- 
mittee of the whole Houfe, to confider further of the 
Malt-Bill, Mr. Scrope, (Coadjutor Secretary to the Lords 
Commiffioners of the Treafury) moved, ‘ That it be 
© an Inftruétion to the faid Committee, that they have 
© Power to receive a Claufe of Appropriation, with a 
© Power to his Majefty to apply fuch Sums of Money 
© as fhall be neceflary for anfwering and defraying fuch 
¢ Expences and Engagements, as have, at any Time, 
© been, or fhall, before or until the 25th Day of De- 
© cember 1727, be made by his Majefty, in concerting 
© fuch Meafures as hé, in his great Wifdom, thinks 
© will beft conduce to the Security of the Trade and 
© Navigation of this Kingdom, and to the preferving 
© and reftoring the Peace of a > He was feconded 
by Mr. Farrer, but oppofed by Mr. How, Mr. Winning- 
ton, and feveral other Gentlemen ; who being reply’d 
to by the Court Party; this was the warmeft and 
longeft Debate that happéen’d this Seflion. The prin- 
cipal Speakers, on both Sides, were as follow, viz.

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The Commons having fat. clofe, without admitting 


any Strangers into their Houfe, it is not poffible to gra- 
tify our Readers with the Particulats of this Debate : 
We fhall therefore only take Notice, in general, That 
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was alledged, in Support of the Motion, ‘ That his 
Majefty was fo unwilling to put his Subjetts to any 
extraordinary Expences, that he had demanded no 
more Supplies this Seflion, than what he thought ab- 
folutely neceflary for the Service of the Year: But 
that, inthe prefent Pofture of Affairs, fome unfore- 
feen Accidents might require a further Expence, for 
which no Eftimate could now be made, becaufe fome 
Treaties, his Majefty thought fit to enter into, were 
not yet finifh’d ; therefore they ought to enable his 
Majefty to anfwer fuch Contingencies : That the Houfe 
had feveral Times repofed the fame Confidence in his 
Majefty, which had never been abufed: And what 
was now ask’d was only for a fhort Time. The Gen- 
emen on the oppofite Side urged, ‘ The Unparliamen- 
tarinefs of asking and granting Supplies without an 
Eftimate of the Expence ; That the Claufe moved for 
was inconfiftent with that Part of the Bill which for- 
bids the iffuing of the Supplies thereby granted, to 
any other Purpofes than thofe fpecified, and render’d 
ineffetual that Appropation of the publick Money, 
which the Wifdom of all Parliaments had thought a 
neceffary Security againf the Mifapplication of it: 
Which was the more to be feared, becaufe no Previ- 
fion was made to oblige any Perfon to account for any 
Money that fhall be difpofed of, by Virtue of the 
Power in this Claufe. ‘hat vaft Sums had already 
been granted, which appeared fuffiicient to anfwer any 
Occafions, as far as their prefent Views could reach; 
and if any unexpe&ted Emergency fhould demand a 
further Supply, that might be provided for, in the 
ufual Manner, when Neceflity required. That this 
might be done with lefs Inconvenience, and with lefs 
Danger of Mifapplication, than by fuch a Delegation 
of almoft a Di&tatorial Authority to the Minifters. That 
this Parliament had already given fo many Inftances 
of their Zeal and Affeftion for his Majefty, that there 
could be no room to doubt of their Readinefs to make 
good whatever his Majefty fhould expend in concert- 
ing fuch Meafures as, in his great Wifdom, he fhould 
think moft conducive to the Advantage and Intereft 


© of his People. That fuch an unlimited and abfolute 


© Power 
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* Power ought never to be given in a free Government, 
* but upon Occafions of evident Neceffity, when the 
© very Being of the Government is in imminent Dan- 
* ger. That the repofing a Confidence in the Crown, 
* in the Difpofition of fuch immenfe Sums of Money, as 
© by the Advice of unthrifty Minifters may be expended, 
© might be attended with great Prejudice to the Pro- 
* prieties of the Subjeéts, and great Danger to our moft 
‘ excellent Conftitution, which cannot be preferved, 
* but by a ftri€&t Adherence to thofe effential Parlia- 
* mentary Forms of granting Supplies only upon Efti- 
‘ mates, and of appropriating the fame to Services 
* and Occafions publickly avow’d, and judg’d Neceffary. 
‘ That the Departing from thefe excellent Methods 
* would by Degrees, render Parliaments altogether ufe- 
* Jefs. That the Precedents alledged to juftify this Claufe, 
‘ were far from being full to the Point, and fatisfatto- 
‘ ry; and if they were, ought not to be follow’d, left 
* Claufes of the fame Nature might become fo frequent, 
* as in time to lodge in the Crown, and in the Minifters, 
* an abfolute and uncontroulable Power of raifing Mo- 
* ney upon the People, which by our wife Conttitution 
* is, and with Safety can only be, lodg’d in the whole 
* Legiflature.” An ingenious Gentleman: faid, in par- 
ticular, ‘ That they had already given four Shillings in 
* the Pound upon Land, which he could not but think 
‘a very heavy and extraordinary Tax, efpecially con- 
‘ fidering they were more than once told by a great 
* Man, that in his Opinion we fhould have no War: 
‘ But if now they pafs’d this Claufe, it would be tack- 
ing a Tail toa Whale, which might fweep away the 
* other fixteen.” The Debate being ended, about eight 
a-clock in the Evening, and the Queftion put upon Mr. 
Scrope’s Motion, it was carry’d in the Affirmative, by 
a.Majority of 225 Voices againft 109 ; and the Houle 
having refolv’d itfeli into a Grand Committee, the 
Claufe above mention’d was added to the Malt Bill. 

April 13, Sir Charles Furner reported the Amend- 
ments made to the faid Bill, which, with an Amendment 
to one of them, were agreed to, and the Bill order’d to 
be ingrofs’d. 

On the rath, a Bill was order’d to be brought in for 
better regulating of the Linen and Hempen Manufattures 
in Scotland ; and then the ingroffed Malt Bill was read 
the third Time, pafs’d, and fent up to the Lords; as 
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was alfo the Bill to enaWe the South-Sea Company to deal 
ia Negroes, Gc. 

The next Day, the Commons read the third Time, 
pafs’d, and fent up to the Lords, the ingrofs’d Bill for 
the better Regulation of the Woollen Manufafture, &c. and 
in a grand Committee, went through the Bill for en- 
couraging and promoting Fifheries and Manufattures in Scot- 
land. 

On Monday the 17th, Mr. Speaker was order’d to iffue 
out his Warrant for a new Writ for ele&ting a Burgefs for 
the Borough of Steyning in the County of Su/fex, in the 
Room of the Right Honourable ‘John Bridges, Efq; 
(commonly called Marquefs of Caernarvon) deceas’d 3 
and after the difpatching of fome private Bufinefs, the 
Houfe adjourn’d to Friday the 21ft, by Reafon of the 
Deceafe of the Right Honourable the Earl of Northamp- 
ton, Nephew to Mr. Speaker ; having order’d, however, 
that all Committees have leave to fit at the refpeftive 
Times to which they were adjourn’d, notwithftanding 
the Adjournment of the Houfe. 

The next Day, the Lords in a grand Committee, took 
into Confideration the Bill entituled, dn Aét for conti- 
nuing the Duties on Malt, &c. and for other Purpofes 
therein mention’d ; and there was a very high Debate 
about the Claufe, which, fix Days before, had occafion’d 
fo warm an one in the Houfe of Commons ; and much 
the like Arguments were urg’d in their Lordfhips Houfe, 
chiefly by the Dukes of Argyle and Newcafile, the Lord 
Vifcount Townfhend, and the Lord Bithop of Peterbo- 
rough, for the Claufe; and by the Earl of Chefterfield, 
Lord Bathurft, Lord Bingley, and Lord Lechmere, againft 
it: But in the End, it was carry’d bya Majority of 76 
Voices againft 20, that the faid Claufe fhould make part 
of the Bill. The next Day (April 19) the faid Bill 
was read the third Time, and the Queftion being put, 
Whether it fhould pafs ; it was refolv’d in the Affirma- 
tive. Upon which, fevcral Lords enter’d the follow- 
ing Proteft, viz.

2. Becaufe there is no Provifion in the Bill, to oblige 
any Perfon to give an Acceynt of any Money, that fhall 
be difpofed of by Virtue of the Power in this Claufe. 

3- Becaufe there are fufficient Sums granted to anfwer 
every Particular Purpofe that Money can be wanted for, 
as far as our prefent Views can reach; and if any un- 
forefeen Emergency fhould demand a further Supply, 
we fhould think, that might be provided for, as has 
been formerly praéticed, when Neceflity requir’d; and 
we are perfuaded this might be done with lefs Inconve- 
nience, than by this Delegation of almoft a Dittatorial 
Authority, at leaft *till the Parliament could be call’d 
together, who have given fo many Inflances of their 
Zeal for his Majefty, that he could have no Room to 
doubt of their Readinefs to make good whatever he 
fhould have expended for the Advantage of his People. 

4. Becaufe we think that abfolute Powers ought to be 
given in a free Government, only upon Occafions of 
Evident Neceflity, and when the very Being of the Go- 
vernment is in Danger: And tho’ we allow our prefent 
Circumftances to be as melancholy as they have almoft 
at any Time been, yet we think it a very improper Re- 
medy for our prefent State, to depart from the approved, 
and (in our Judgment ) effential Forms of giving the 
Publick Money. Nor can we be perfuaded, that it is 
the only or even the laft Expedient that can be found 
to extricate us out of our unhappy Situation, to repofe 
fuch a Confidence in the Crown in the Difpofition of 
immenfe Sums of Money, as may by the Advice of 
wicked and uncapable Minifters (if it fhould be our 
Misfortune ever to have fuch) be attended with great 
Prejudice to our Properties, and great Danger to our 
Liberties, with the Hopes of the Prefervation of which,

we cannot flatter ourfelves, but by a ftrié&t Adherence to 
thofe excellent Parliamentary Methods of granting all 
Sums cf Money only upon Eftimates, and for Services 
publickly avow’d.

uT HE Refolution of the Committee being not only 
a Juftification of the Meafures therein mention’d, 
but tending te approve the Counfels which might have 
been given to the Crown, relating thereto, we can by 
no Means agree, that it fully appears they were Ho- 
nourable, Juft, and Neceflary, beiore they have been 
maturely and diftinétly confider’d, the only Queition as 
ae debated in the Committee (except the Kefolution) 
eing upon an Addrefs of Advice to his Majeity for 
obtaining a further Security from, and Confidence with 
his Allies, in Cafe of a Rupture; which Addrefs ap- 
pear’d to us more Seafonable and Neceflary in the pre- 
fent Conjunéture, than any Vote of Approbation ; we 
therefore cannot concur in approving Meafures and 
Counfels not yet examiird into, the further Cenfidera- 
tion whereof may be alfo precluded by this Refolu- 
tion. 
2dly, The Papers hitherto laid before the Houfe, in 
erder to the Confideration of his Majefty’s Speech, are 
fuch only as concern’d the States General Accellion to the 
Treaty of Hanover ; and Letters and Memorials fince 
the Arrival of the Britifh Fleets on the Coafls of Spain, 
and in America ; but none of the Negociations, or Mea- 
fures (which we fuppofe to have been many) that have 
been carry’d on between the Courts of Britain, and Vi 
enna, and the Northern Powers, which his Majetty’s 
Speech and the Refolution alfo, may have relation to, 
have as yet been communicated te this Houfe; but all 
thofe Meafures, and many others, (unknown, as we be-

before the Houfe, that very confiderable Sums of Money 
have been fent and employed in France, Holland, Pruffia, 
Sweden, and other Places, to promote and accomplifh the 
Defigns of the Britifh Court ; which Infinuation, as Vile 
as we think it is, the Committee have not yet taken the 
fame into their Confideration, though a thorough Exa- 
mination into the Grounds of that Infinuation is, in 
our Opinions, abfolutely neceflary fer the Henour of 
his Majefty’s Government, and the Satisfa&tion of this 
Houfe s we cannot therefore agree to the Refolution 
which, as weconceive, may be conftrued to ftop all fu- 
ture Enquiries into this Matter. 

sthly, Whatever Meafures may have been taken to 
preferve Gibraltar, and the Ile of Minorca, yet we can’t 
agree to declare them Honourable, FJuft and Neceffary, 
before they have been fully confider’d in the Commit- 
tee ; and the rather, becaufe we find it afferted, on the 
Part of Spain, in one or more of the Memorials before 
the Houfe, that a pies Promife has been made on the

HE Addrefs propofed reprefenting, as we think, 
the prefent State of the late Defenfive Alliance 
made at Hanover, which, for ought appears tows, is the 
main Support on which Britain can depend, befide its 
own Strength, in Cafe of a general Rupture in Europe ; 
we thought it highly neceflary, that it fhould have 
paffed into a Refolution, whereby his Majefty’s Hands 
might have been ftrengthned in his future Concerts 
with his Allies, and fuch further Meafures effefted, 
‘as are neceflary to preferve his Alliances during the 
War, againft the dangercus Combinations levelled a- 
gainft Great Britain, and by which fucha Repartition 
of Conquefts, in Cafe of Succefs, might be previoufly 
fettled, as, in the Event, would prevent the lofs of a 
juft Balance of Power in Europe ; And.we are the more 
convinced of the Neceflity of the Advice propofed in 
the Addrefs, becaufe we find in one of the Letters 
laid before the Houfe, That a Propofition has been made

An ACCOUNT of the late King’s Death, and of the 
Proclaiming of his prefent Majefty. 


Whitehall, Sfune 15, 1727. 

Tye Rete in the Afternoon arrived a Meffenger, 

with an Account, that our Jate moft Gracious-So. 
vereign King GEORGE was feized with a fudden IM- 
nefs, on the oth Inftant, as he was in his Coach, be- 
tween Delgen and Norddorn, on his Way to Hanover; 
his Majefly was prefentdy let Blood, and had fuch Reme- 
dies as were judged proper adminiftved to him, and tra- 
vell’d on to hfs Highnefs the Duke of York's at Ofnabrug, 
where he arrived about Ten that Night: But notwith- 
fignding 4ll the Phvficians could door his Recovery, he 
departed this Life the +rth, about One in the Morning, 
in. the 68th Year of his Age, andthe 13th of hig Reign 3. 
A Prince endowed with all Royal Virtues. 
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Whereupon the Lords of the Privy Council ailembling 
at Leicefter-Houfe, gave Order fer proclaiming his pre- 
fent Majefty, who made a moft gracious Declaration to 
them, and canfed all the Lords and others of the late 
King’s Privy Council, to be Sworn of his Majefty’s 
Privy Counci} : And this Morning about Ten a-Clock 
his Majefty was proclaimed ; firft, in the Court before 
Leicefter-Haufe, where the Officers of State, Nobility, 
and Privy @ounfellors were prefent, with the Officers of 
Arms, all being on Foot ; ther the Officers of Arms be- 
ing mounted an Horfeback, the like was done in Lei- 
cefter-Squere, at Charing-Crofs, within Temple-Bar, at the 
End of Woog-flreet in Cheapfide, and laftly, at the Royal 
lixchange, with the ufual Soqlemities : The principal 
Officers of State, a great Number of the Nobility, and 
of other Perfons of Diftingtion, attending during the 
whole Ceremony. 


Wie it kath pleafed Almighty God to call ta his 
Mercy our late Sowereign Lord King George of 


_ bleffed Memory, ky whofe Deceafe the Imperial Crowns of 


Great Britain, France, and Ireland, are folely and righte 
fuily come to the High and Mighty Prince George, Prince of

makes me refolve chearfully to undergo all Difficulties 
for the Sake and Good of my People. 


The Religion, Laws, and Liberties of the Kingdom 
are moft dear to me; and the Prefervation of the Con- 
ftitution in Church and State, as it is now happily efta- 
blifhed, fhall be my firft, and always my chief Care. 

And as. the Alliances entered into by the late King, 
my Father, with foreign Powers, have contributed to

lance of Europe, I fhall endeavour to cultivate thofe Al- 
liances, and to improve and perfect this great Work, 
for the Honour, Intereft, and Security of my People.
